Under figure and shadow and symbol and type, this promise 
been renewed from age age; and towards the fulfil- 
ment prophets and kings and holy men had directed 
their longing eyes, but died without the sight.” The delay 
had been long, and trying the faith the saints 
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but longer than was necessary. vast and complicated 
system preparation was essential for the establishment 
such kingdom among men, and this could not hastened. 
The kingdom was diverse from all others— moral, 
spiritual, and not this world. reveal and permanently 
establish such empire demanded, amongst other things, 
indispensable prerequisite, adequate means com- 
munication between the creature and his Creator; word, 
peculiar spiritual language, which the thoughts God 
could made known man. Without this such king- 
dom was possible, and the attempt establish must have 
proved failure. 

The main object this and some ensuing essays 
investigate the methods adopted divine wisdom evolve, 
enrich, and perfect this language the kingdom. sat- 
isfactory find the outset that, numerous and compli- 
cated were the instrumentalities employed, and extending 
over many generations marvellous history, they may for 
the purpose study and illustration all ranged under two 
fundamental the selection, training, and govern- 
ing peculiar and the creating and fitting for 
them appropriate home. Abraham and Canaan; the He- 
brew nation, and the land promise; these are the pivots 
which the entire scheme, far our present inquiry 
concerned, made revolve. and through the Hebrew 
people, their marvellous history, and the long ongoing and 
outworking the Mosaic economy, conjunction with the 
physical phenomena their earthly inheritance, did the 
Spirit inspiration evolve and perfect man’s religious lan- 
guage. Palestine, fashioned and furnished the Creator’s 
hand, was the theatre, and the people Israel were the 
actors brought upon it, and made perform their part 
the work the Divine Master. 

find form nomenclature for the thoughts God 
and the spiritual wants man: this was the problem; and 
little reflection will convince any one that was work 
quite beyond the unaided skill man achieve. matter 
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history, took Infinite Wisdom and Almighty Power 
fifteen centuries time, with the aid endless number 
and variety providential co-operating with 
human and superhuman agents, bring this language 
the kingdom the needed perfection. Palestine was the 
theatre where all these subordinate agencies and influences 
were gathered. included the entire range natural 
and historical phenomena that country, its geological 
structure and physical features, its natural productions, its 
social, civil, and religious institutions and customs, fact, 
every external element from which moral and spiritual terms 
and phrases have been introduced into our religious nomen- 
When the end and aim all had been reached, 
the King himself appeared, the theatre was closed, the scenery 
taken down, the actors dispersed, and the gospel the 
kingdom sent forth its high mission among the nations 
the earth. 

But, the resurrection, that was not first which 
spiritual, but that which natural, and afterward that which 
spiritual; has been the process developing 
man’s religious language. was preceded the natural 
and ¢he mundane. From the material and the human was 
evolved the spiritual and the divine. witness this trans- 
figuration language must resort Palestine. Here 
was that the dialect the kingdom was first learned and 
spoken. Like other books the Bible has home, birth- 
place, but beyond all other examples, this birthplace 
revelation has given form and color its language. was 
taught marvellous combination physical phenomena 
and human history, brought together this land, and 
miraculously guided and controlled work out the 
intended result. The land has had all-pervading influence 
upon the costume the book. Without the former, the 
latter now enjoy could not have been produced. 

Palestine therefore, and was intended be, integral 
element divine revelation, and not merely accidental 
associate with it. ascertain this fact, and show how 
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our spiritual nomenclature has been made grow from 
and out this fertile soil, the main purpose the writer 
preparing these essays. For nearly forty years has 
resided this land, daily communion with its scenes and 
scenery, and personal with those external and 
physical influences which suggested large part our 
religious language. this way, and this extent only, 
can pretend any special qualification for the task 
has undertaken. The more recondite, but rich field 
philological research leaves the lexicographer, the 
grammarian, and the professional critic, and deals mainly with 
biblical language its secondary and popular sense. His 
aim show what process analogy, contrast, 
otherwise, things physical and mundane come signify and 
illustrate things spiritual and heavenly. That the essays are 
very imperfect the writer painfully conscious, but 
ventures give them the public, the hope that with 
all their deficiencies they may impart fresh interest the 
devotional study the word God. 

additional thought two may not out place 
these introductory remarks. possible that the funda- 
mental idea which underlies this whole discussion may 
questioned, even denied. There may some who still 
believe that from the very beginning man was miraculously 
endowed with rich and largely developed spiritual language. 
The author Paradise represents Adam and Eve 
even the garden, holding high net only with 
each other, but also with angelic visitants, and with the 
Infinite Creator himself, whom man hath seen, can 
see. But, although this may granted the 
poet, necessary part the machinery his magnificent 


cannot accepted historic truth this subject. 


Relegating therefore this theory the domain romance, 
which alone belongs, and reverently assigning super- 
human aid whatever linguistic endowment was required 
enable our first parents meet the exigencies their 
unique condition, may allowed prosecute. 
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turbed, our inquiries the lower level human history 
and experience. 

Philologists with one consent teach that human lan- 
guage, even its primary and mundane sphere, very 
slow growth. Some them demand many thousand years 
for its development. But upon this debatable ground 
need not enter. Sufficient for our purpose the admitted 
fact that, the infancy society, human language quite 
limited its range, and material character the earth 
earthly. other matters, here, necessity the 
mother invention. first men seek only names for 
things with which their physical senses and wants are con- 
versant. Hence any primitive language material, rather 
than spiritual; physical, not metaphysical. This fact pre- 
sented one the greatest difficulties encountered and 
overcome before divine revelation, such man needed, 
was possible. The invisible and immaterial had made 
known through clumsy and vehicle. Holy men 
God, though moved and guided the Holy Ghost, were 
nevertheless compelled employ the common language 
mankind, and describe the world within the world 
without, the soul the body, heaven earth, and even 
the invisible God frail man. Examples this occur 
the very beginning the Bible: let there 
and again, God saw the light that was 
thus endowing the Almighty with our vocal organs and 
optic apparatus. And, from the commencement the 
close the sacred volume, read his head, his hands, 
his feet, his arm, his finger, his eye, his ear, his heart, 
and emotions, words, and works appropriate these various 
members the human body are fearlessly ascribed him. 
This not only natural, but inevitable. see with the eye, 
hear with the ear, work with the hand, and speak with the 
and, action without these instruments 
impossible, transfer the same God, forgetting, seem- 
ing forget, that needs such that 
can and does act.wholly independent them. But with 
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the mind fully aware the tendency such language 
materialize the Deity our conceptions him, never- 
theless find impossible adopt any other. can 
think of, and still less speak about, God without 
using these physical, corporeal terms. Hence that 
children must make long advance mental culture ere 
they can escape from this physical image God. And, 
the infancy society all men are children this respect, 
their God will merely very great man. sees vastly 
farther than do, but yet does really sce. His sense 
hearing may infinitely more acute than ours, yet 
real sense; and all other human attributes and faculties 
ascribed him the Bible. And may not amiss for 
each one, however intellectually cultivated, inquire whether 
there may not still some image God floating the 
imagination, vastly refined may be, and endowed with 
atributes co-extensive with the universe, but still real, sub- 
stantive image. our Jehovah only most marvellous 
man. not matter minor importance, God himself 
being judge. other point are his admonitions and 
warnings minute and emphatic. 

therefore good heed unto yourselves (for saw 
manner similitude the day that the Lord spake unto 
you Horeb out the midst the fire) lest corrupt 
yourselves, and make you graven image, the similitude 
any figure, the likeness male female, the likeness any 
beast that the earth, the likeness any winged that 
flieth the air, the likeness any thing that creepeth the 
ground, the likeness any fish that the waters beneath 
the earth; and lest thou lift thine eyes unto heaven, and 
when thou seest the sun and the moon and the stars, even all 
the host heaven, shouldest driven worship them and 
serve them, which the Lord thy God hath divided unto all 
nations under the whole heaven” (Deut. This com- 
prehensive and most earnest admonition means 
superfiuous the present time, and never will be. learn 
from history that idolatry the religious heresy which man- 
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kind has ever been most prone embrace; and from the 
Bible that this the one thing which the Lord most intensely 
abhors. Take good heed; are always danger this 
kind pollution. 

similar caution equally applicable and needful 
regard our ideas about the kingdom heaven and the 
nature true religion the soul man. The same dif- 
ficulty human language meets us. has mundane, 
physical basis, easily misunderstood, which has fact been 
very generally perverted teach ruinous error. Thus 
the Jews could not divest the Messiah’s kingdom those 
external worldly elements with which the earth-born language 
the prophets seemed invest it. Even the apostles, 
under the immediate instruction the King himself, learned 
slowly and with difficulty, that this kingdom was spiritual, 
not not this world, but heaven. Nor have 
succeeding ages been essentially wiser this fundamental 
matter. this hour the vast majority nominal Christians 
not understand the peculiar language the kingdom 
any better than did the ancient Jews. the utmost con- 
cernment, therefore, that study the holy oracles 
escape these seductive but fatal errors. The Bible rich 
storehouse histories, parables, prophecies, proverbs, pre- 
cepts, prayers, psalms, and hymns. contains endless 
variety figure and metaphor and symbol, selected and set 
forth with superhuman skill, reveal and illustrate the 
mysteries the kingdom heaven. the obvious and 
the literal, there hidden and higher meaning; and 
cannot discover this, not truly comprehend the 
book. Our present essays may, hoped, afford some 
this important 


Max Miiller one his Lectures the Science Religion, has some 
profound remarks this general subject. language,” says, 
difficult instrument handle, particularly for religious purposes. impos- 
sible human language express abstract ideas except metaphor, and 
not too much say that the whole dictionary ancient religion made 
metaphor. With these metaphors are all forgotten. speak spirit 
without thinking breath; heaven, without thinking the sky, ete. But 
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There one aspect this general subject such vital 
importance that the writer desires present with special 
distinctness and emphasis. Properly treated will form 
valid and cumulative argument for the reality divine 
revelation. The testimony which this study gives this 
fundamental problem is, certain extent, the complement 
that which the material universe bears Creator. The 
numberless evidences design the visible creation neces- 
sarily imply the hand all-wise Designer, 
constitute the basis our natural theology. So, likewise, 
the countless arrangements devised and carried into effect 
through long ages for this specific purpose testify the 
reality higher and heaven-taught theology. Nor does 
the fact that there are unexpected obscurities, and 
even inexplicable difficulties, the outworking the scheme 
divine revelation, disturb our faith; for similar perplexities 
abound the material creation. But case should 
they allowed unsettle our confidence that all has been 
devised and guided him whose thoughts and ways are 
high above ours the heavens are above the earth, and 
infinitely more wise. cannot, course, discuss this 
place, even allude to, the entire list these divine ar- 
rangements. Indeed, our programme restricts mainly 
one class them—to those, namely, which 
adequate spiritual language has been provided. this 
limited ficld inquiry the following propositions will indi- 
ancient languages every one these words, nay every word that does not 
refer sensuous objects, chrysalis stage, half material and half spiritual, 
rising and falling its character according the varying capacities the 
speakers and hearers.” Max illustrates, considerable length, the pro- 
cesses through which ancient religious teachers had grope their way pain- 
ful search for adequate names for their ideas about God and spiritual things; 
and adds: The language antiquity the language childhood and we, 
ourselves, when try reach the Infinite and the Divine means mere 
abstract terms, are but like children trying place ladder against the sky. 
The parler infantine,’ religion not extinct; never will be..... all our 
religion, and the language the New Testament, there are many things 
which disclose their meaning those only who know what language 


made of; who have not only ears hear, but heart understand the real 
meaning parables.” 
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cate with sufficient precision the nature and force this 
argument: 

The invention spiritual language adequate meet 
the demands divine revelation transcends the unaided 
powers the human mind, and yet has been actually 
accomplished. 

The special providence God can traced through- 
out the whole process which this language has been 
originated and creating and fitting this 
terrestrial home the Bible peculiar and exceptional 
manner for this purpose; more distinctly, establishing 
and controlling the condition the human actors and 
agents; bringing pass suitable historic incidents and 
miraculous interpositions, and causing them recorded 
prophets, poets, and apostles, whose birth and education 
Palestine admirably fitted them for their special office and 
finally, the constant and fearless use this spiritual 
nomenclature God himself and men inspired, whereby 
are understand and rightly employ it. 

This heaven-taught language, having received all the 
development needed the time Christ and his apostles, 
there was further occasion for the historic and peculiar 
economies and providential interferences from 
sprang and which had been largely enriched, and 
they were accordingly allowed pass away. 

not, course, maintain that our present study 
will furnish systematic argument for any particular theory 
inspiration. takes wider range, and aims show 
that from the very “beginning, ever the earth was,” 
the Creator designed hold intelligent spiritual converse 
with his creature man, and made provision for it. And 
since, render such intercourse possible, adequate 
medium communication was indispensable, adopted 
definite plan secure this medium, and carried out 
during long series ages. The exccution this plan 
was commenced far back time, even before man himself 


was created and brought into co-operation with it. 
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working out the scheme, God was sense restricted 
the conscious co-operation inspired. 
They had their place, most important one the work, 
but endless variety other agents and agencies, natural 
and supernatural, was also employed. Physical phenomena, 
human history, and interference, meet and 
cross each other this immense arena numberless lines, 
infinite, and inextricable, complexity. Good men 
and bad, and even wicked spirits, willingly against their 
will, are made service this matter. Through and 
all these subordinate agents and agencies, has God the 
sole Author inspiration make known his will 
man. this extent they are all channels divine 
revelation. And, confine our view the specific study 
hand, each was made contribute something towards 
the development and perfection that spiritual language 
through which God has chosen communicate his will 
man. 

The theatre where these manifold agents and agencies 
were meet and co-operate effecting the contemplated 
result was Palestine. Infinite wisdom selected and fitted 
this land render all respects admirably adapted 
become the birthplace and home revelation, the sense 
which are now considering the subject. Even the geo- 
graphical location was divinely chosen. When the Most 
High divided the nations; when separated the sons 
Adam, set the bounds the people according the num- 
ber the children (Deut. xxxii. the head 
this greatest inland seas, with Mesopotamia and Chaldea 
the east; Egypt and Sinai southward, the wilderness and the 
desert all around, and the vast Mediterranean, holding its 
bosom the isles Chittim, towards the setting sun, Palestine 
formed the connecting link between the three continents 
the Old World. was thus the best point 
the globe upon which erect the moral light-house the 
world, especially long there was but one, which con- 
tinued substantially the case during the long centuries, 
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while the language revelation was growing needed 
perfection, and, fact, until the volume itself was closed 
and sealed. Then, physical constitution and character, 
Palestine contained within itself all that the purpose view 
required. neither fiction nor extravagance call this 
land microcosm little world itself, embracing every- 
thing which the thought the Creator would needed; 
developing this language the kingdom heaven. Nor 
easy see how the end sought could have been reached 
all without just such land, furnished and fitted 
this was the overruling providence God. All were 
needed— mountain and valley, hill and lake and river, 
sea and sky, summer and winter, seed-time 
trees, shrubs, and flowers, beasts and birds, men and women, 
tribes and nations, governments and religions, false and true, 
and other things none which could 

Think, you can, Bible with all these left out, 
others essentially different substituted their 
Bible without patriarch pilgrimage, with bondage 
Egypt, deliverance therefrom, Red Sea, Sinai with 
its miracles, wilderness wandering with all the included 
scenes and associated incidents; without Jordan with 
Canaan over against it, Dead Sea with Sodom beneath 
it; Moriah with its temple, Zion with palaces, nor 
Hinnom below, with the fire and worm that never die. 
Whence could have come our divine songs and psalms, 
the sacred poets had lived land without mountain 
valley, where were plains covered over with corn, 
fields clothed with green, hills planted with the olive, 
the fig, and the vine? All are needed, and all good 
service, from the oaks Bashan and the cedars Leba- 
non, the hyssop that springeth out the wall. can 


The writer must not understood assert, imply, that would have 
been impossible for Infinite Wisdom hold spiritual converse with man all, 
without these Palestinian appliances. very far from his thought thus 
limit the Almighty. Nothing more intended, here elsewhere, than that, 
without these, some other equivalent external and physical arrangements, 
such revelation that which now have was practicable. 
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dispense with none them. The tiny mustard-seed has 
its moral, and lilies their lessons. Thorns and thistles utter 
admonitions, and revive sad memories. These, and thousands 
other things, like unlike them, furnish the stuff out 
which our spiritual language manufactured. The sheep 
and the fold, the shepherd and his dog, the ass and his owner, 
the and his goad, the camel and his burden, the horse 
with neck clothed with thunder lions that roar, wolves that 
raven, foxes that destroy, harts panting for water-brooks, 
and roes feeding among lilies, doves their windows, spar- 
rows the storks the heavens, eagles hasting 
the prey; things great and small; the busy bee improving 
each shining hour, and the careful ant laying store 
harvest nothing too large serve, too small These 
are merely random specimens out world rich materials; 
but must not forget that they are all found this land 
where the dialect God’s spiritual kingdom was taught 
and spoken. 

Again, the social, civil, and religious condition the 
people who were associated with these external phenomena 
had been essentially different from that the Hebrews and 
their neighbors, the result required could not have been 
worked out, least not the form which now have 
it. Not multiply examples unduly, suppose there had 
been heathen their borders with idols corrupt, 
enemies fear and resist, Philistines, Midianites, nor 
Canaanites the land; or, vary the inquiry, there had 
been temple, altar, priest, sacrifice, fast, feast, 
solemn assembly, the customs and occupations the 
people had been other than they were, and there had been 
shepherd the mountains, plowing and sowing, 
seed-time nor harvest, reaper with his sickle, and 
summer threshing-floor with useless chaff; vineyard, nor 
vine-dresser with pruning-hook, vintage, wine-press 
there had sailed over Galilee boat, and fisherman 
had cast net into that lovely sea; there had been 
weaver with his shuttle and loom, refiner with his furnace, 
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smith with his forge, potter with his wheel; 
change the inquiry once there been warrior 
with bow and battle-axe, sword and shield, fierce horse- 
man, jumping chariot, bloody battles, slaughtered 
victims, prisons, chains, captive nothing, 
short, all the land mar and floods 
drown, famine consume, earthquake terrify and 
overwhelm, pestilence desolate, rust corrupt, 
moth eat, locusts lay waste, scorpion sting, serpent 
and supposable that the biblical writers might 
have been born and bred some such peaceful Arcadia 
but then would not have been utterly impossible for them 
have either invented, understood, used such religious 
language now actually possess? has been 
said establish our position that there have been designedly 
gathered into this land Palestine all the manifold agents 
and agencies which divine wisdom foresaw would needed 
for the development man’s spiritual language. Let 
deal reverently, therefore, with it. Thoughtless traveller 
walk softly over those acres once trodden the 
patriarchs, prophets, and sacred poets, and, most all, 
the Son God himself. Put off the soiled sandal world- 
liness and sin you enter this consecrated domain. There 
design this grouping mountains and ‘plains and 
deserts, lakes and rivers, with all their vegetable and animal 
inhabitants, and their marvellous and miraculous incidents 
and phenomena. These things were not the result blind 
chance not merely natural, but beyond and above 
that, see them the supernatural and the divine. 
you doubt? Then take your Bible, and make the following 
simple experiment. from its narratives, its prophecies, 
its parables and proverbs, sermons and songs, all that has 
manifest connection with, and necessary basis in, this land, 
and then see how much revelation will remain. Or, 
attempt fill these erasures other names, 
and symbols, and see what willcome to. Take the Psalter, 
and, after striking out all the thoughts, words, imagery, and 
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poetic phrases whose natural basis this land, produce, 
you are able it, book praise for the service 
song the house the Lord.” The mere idea absurd. 

other remark general nature may needed 
avoid mistake. may objected this line argument, 
that, the dialect the kingdom heaven largely 
dependent upon, and derived from, things found only 
chiefly Palestine, then the ability comprehend will 
exact proportion the individual’s acquaintance with 
this country and its phenomena. place all fair 
equality this respect would seem necessary that 
this microcosm should transported, sort hand- 
specimen, all other countries. 

may admit, and once, that this objection not 
altogether imaginary, but still the difficulty not insur- 
mountable any case, and will found quite limited 
actual experience. had been foreseen and provided ‘for 
divine wisdom. The collections and grouping together 
all the natural elements necessary for the end required 
were marvellously numerous and diversified, and such 
peculiar character, that this hand-specimen can reality, 
for all practical purposes, transferred any country and 
studied all people. The apparent exceptions are few 
that they need not enter into the account; and therefore 
not hesitate repeat the declaration that spiritual 
nomenclature has been actually developed, this home 
the Bible, adequate the wants the whole human race, 
and available all. 

claiming for Palestine the high distinction being the 
divinely chosen centre and home revelation, course 
not exclude from all participation this work, the neigh- 
boring countries. Indeed the student often obliged 
resort them for explanation and illustration words, 
phrases, and things, whose origin was outside Palestine. 
Moreover, essential importance ascertain and keep 
mind the peculiar history and circumstances the writers 
and actors whose works are studying. Thus Moses, for 
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example, was born and bred Egypt, and yet spent large 
part his life the desert, and hence the valley the 
Nile, and the wilderness wandering, found 
the explanation many the thoughts, figures, and allusions 
the Pentateuch, and, perhaps, few even his sacred 
symbols and typical institutions. And too, the marvellous 
machinery, and gorgeous imagery Ezekiel’s visions may 
have been borrowed from suggested the architectural 
and artistic creations which the prophet had seen the 
banks the Tigris and Euphrates. The same considera- 
tions apply the author the Apocalypse, and nearly 
all the biblical writers. Familiarity with such things would 
inevitably influence their language, and hence the necessity 
becoming acquainted with them. 

But, lest led too far away from our specific study, 
and into fields questionable speculation, must return 
once the book itself whose language are seeking 
illustrate. 

carrying forward our study from general considerations 
particular examples, taken for the present from the poetry 
the Bible, more demanded than merely show that 
our spiritual vocabulary has been largely enriched from this 
source. too obvious need either proof illustra- 
tion. The church has, fact, transferred the entire Psalter 
bodily into her bosom; and without her children would 
scarcely know how conduct the devotions either the 
closet, the family altar, the public worship the sanctuary. 
But this itself does not establish our proposition. must 
further shown that this poetic dialect essentially Pales- 
tinian, having its natural basis this land the Bible. 
This the exact point made and illustrated. not 
all necessary, however, maintain that the elements 
poetry, the phenomena upon which its existence and culture 
depend, are confined this country. The raw material out 
which woven exists all lands, and for certain 
varieties poetry may found elsewhere more abundant, 
and higher perfection than here. But what attempt 
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show that Palestine those phenomena, both natural 
and moral, which inspire spiritual poetry, are more numerous, 
beautiful, and suggestive than elsewhere; and further, that 
they are all found concentrated this very small territory, 
Palestine contains within itself specimens, hand-specimens 
you choose, all which elsewhere lies scattered and dis- 
persed over regions vast and widely separated. all are 
grouped together, and arranged, cabinet, for the hand 
the artist, the eye the poet. Sufficient for our pur- 
pose, however, the historic fact, that Palestine the true 
birthplace the sacred psalm, the devout this 
and more here contend. For this believe the 
Divine Author our religious life and language made 
special provision when creating, furnishing, and adorning 
this home the Bible. 

elaborate description the physical features the 
country needed, and merely remark passing that 
there something eminently poctic much the natural 
scenery the holy land. Though visited hundred times 
always awakens the same emotions. some subtile and 
mysterious influence many these scenes diffuse over the 
soul delicious mental repose, dreamy spiritual exalta- 
tion, ever and irresistibly inclining the heart adore and 
worship, break forth songs praise, and even shout 
out aloud, did the poets and worshippers old. And 
this devout and poetic inspiration clearly traceable the 
direct influence these external influences. word, 
God made both the holy land and the sacred poct, the one 
for the other. Both were necessary. Neither could realize 
the divine intention alone. They must brought together 
and act and react upon each other. Without this grand 
Palestinian orchestra, built the Creator, poet, however 
gifted, could have called forth the heavenly harmonies that 
lie slumbering the bosom nature’s vast organ. But this 
external and physical machinery was not enough. needed, 
and was actually associated with, endless array moral 
influences and historic incidents transcendent interest. 
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other country have these been numerous, impres- 
sive, admirably adapted the wants the sacred poet. 
Nowhere else have the alternations human experience 
been extreme and violent, from the utmost prosperity 
and the highest material happiness the deepest abyss 
poverty and wretchedness. chord the human harp 
has here been struck turn the great now 
evoking sweetest symphony, now crushing down its thousand 
strings harshest discord. There not emotion, desire, 
fear hope possible man’s heart, but has here been 
awakened and expressed. this field there nothing left 
for him that cometh after the king know make experi- 
ment upon. Between these wide extremes, and all along 
the vast domain that lies within them, there can new 
regions explore and possess. There untrodden 
height which the poet can soar, depths unfathomable 
which sink, unknown joy gladden, untasted 
cup sorrow The entire material out which 
poets build their lofty verse has been gathered and ap- 
propriated. Love more fervent and delicious, hatred more 
intense, jealousy more cruel and consuming, ambition more 
intoxicating, piety purer and godlike, wickedness 
more satanic, ingratitude and treachery more base, affection 
more constant and reliable, benevolence more comprehensive 
and self-sacrificing, other land has either known shown. 
Choicer specimens the poet himself can neither find nor 
fancy. the other hand, does ask for scenic beauty 
The hills and valleys Palestine are baptized with it. The 
magnificent and the sublime? with his cedars, 
and Hermon with his head among the stars, overpower and 
captivate the imagination.. need not wander far nor 
toil hard find fashion appropriate theatre, suitable 
machinery. The whole are furnished ready made, and need 
only worked the plastic power his muse. 
The land the Bible contains, did contain, itself all 
the machinery, all the natural and moral elements requisite

may objected: this so, how comes that Pal- 
estine has never produced any great poet, grand epic? 
The answer is, that biblical poets had different and far 
higher mission than Homer Virgil, Milton Shakespeare, 
any other name among these sons song. They were 
commissioned and inspired reveal man the thoughts 
God, his interpreters and messengers benighted 
world. this high plane they stand unrivalled and alone. 
the lofty region sacred song the prophet-poets the 
Bible have peers and parallels. But part 
our present task substantiate this high claim. must 
leave this others, and turn once the specific aim and 
purpose this inquiry, which not establish the supe- 
riority Hebrew poets poetry, but show what ways 
and what extent our religious vocabulary has been en- 
riched from this poetic source. For this purpose may 
begin with the beginning, that is, with the very first Psalm, 
well anywhere else. very simple process analysis 
and comment will show, that these sacred lyrics not only 
the illustrative comparisons, metaphors, and figures the 
entire ornamental drapery and specifically 
Palestinian, but that the very thoughts themselves were com- 
monly suggested things and conditions this land. Let 
any one take the first verse the collection, and carefully 
analyse with this idea view. walk the counsel 
person, stand the way, sit the seat, are forms 
expression familiar that one can scarcely realize the 
fact that not using words and phrases their original 
prosaic sense; and yet they are, one and all, employed 
this verse figuratively, transferred easy and obvious analogy 
from things natural those which are moral and spiritual. 
Nor this the whole truth the case. There distinct 
Palestinian air about these and such like analogical trans- 
ferences from the visible and natural the moral and 
spiritual. many such examples may difficult put 
this fact into verbal expression sufficiently definite and 
tangible enable one not familiar with this country ap- 
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preciate it, yet none the less real and important. The 
author this first Psalm—no matter who was, when 
wrote must have been inhabitant this country. 
The figures, phrases, and comparisons would not have 
occured any one residing climes essentially different 
from country, for example, cold and stormy, with 
ways wet and muddy, used merely pass from one place 
another. Along such uncomfortable ways men 
saunter converse and counsel neither they stand idly 
plotting mischief such paths, nor are seats placed there 
for the accommodation scorners, any body else. 
may wander for hours even ornamental parks, such 
lands without finding much stone upon which sit 
and rest. Very different the case and the custom such 
mild and seductive climates this Palestine. Here 
people pass great portion their time the open air. 
They ramble leisure along their pleasant and picturesque 
paths, stand groups gathered under cool shade-trees 
planted the wayside, and there prepare they their seats, 
and pass away the time mirth mischief. Now, poet 
frigid Siberia for example, the burning desert 
Sahara, could would have written this first verse the 
first Psalm. Neither the thoughts nor the figures would 
have occurred him. Nor, the other hand, could one 
born and bred the banks the Mississippi, the shores 
Lake Superior, have composed the third shall 
like tree planted the rivers water, that bringeth 
forth his fruit his season, his leaf also shall not 
Where the writer this essay passed his life, the 
greatest trouble and toil the inhabitants were cut down, 
burn and destroy the trees; and body would have thought 
comparing the man that was blessed one these for- 
midable giants the forest. Then, this tree the Psalm 
was planted, and the rivers, rather, the water 
canals, made for irrigation; all very appropriate this 
country, but not lands overshadowed dark primeval 
woods, where the chief anxiety get safely rid 
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superabundance water. such regions trees grow with- 
out being planted, anywhere and everywhere, quite well 
the rivers Again, this was fruit tree, 
incident eminently natural here, where, the Arab 
proverb tells us, many trees are planted, but only that 
preserved which bears fruit. Few things this country 
struck the writer more forcibly when first came it, 
than this high estimate trees founded simply upon their 
fruit. The reason for this, however, obvious enough. 
large part the daily food the people derived from the 
various kinds fruit which these planted trees produce. 
many parts the country the chief dependence. 
explanation needed the additional fact mentioned 
the poet, that the leaf tree thus planted the water- 
courses would not wither, the implied fact, that this 
burning climate the case would very different with trees 
standing the parched deserts Southern Palestine. 

Finally, one can read, this country, the fourth verse 
the Psalm, without having instantly presented his 
imagination the summer threshing-floor, the open air, 
upon some exposed hill-top, with the vehement wind catching 
its wings the useless chaff, and whisking away 
amongst the ragged rocks. This doom vivid contrast 
the green tree the water-channels, with fadeless leaf 
and branches bending beneath their burden delicious 
fruit. 

Here, well anywhere, may dwell for moment 
the ever-recurring use the word Whatever results 
from person’s course conduct, whether good bad, 
said the fruit it. The transfer from the natural 
the moral and the spiritual idea made without the least 
conscious effort. The Great Teacher, therefore, did not need 
explain his language, when said: shall know them 
their fruits. men gather grapes thorns, figs 
thistles? Every good tree bringeth forth good fruit; but 
corrupt tree bringeth forth evil fruit. Every tree that 
bringeth not forth good fruit hewn down and cast into 
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the Wherefore, their fruits shall know them.” 
Nor did explain the words: Herein father glori- 
fied, that bear much fruit.”” Nor did the apostie explain 
himself, when writing the Galatians, that the fruit the 
Spirit love, joy, and all the other spiritual graces. 
They did not pause explain, neither shall we. suffi- 
cient for our purpose noticegin passing, that our spiritual 
nomenclature has been abundantly enriched from this source, 
will apparent all who call mind the many 
where these and cognate words and phrases are employed. 

Something more may said about this chaff chased 
the wind away the whirlwind, Hosea has it. 
Chaff the metaphorical symbol the ungodly and their 
doom. John Baptist expands the allusion mentioning 
the fan which the floor was purged the chaff separated 
from the wheat, and then burned with unquenchable fire. 
This final portion their doom was probably suggested 
which the writer has noticed more than once, and 
the Baptist had doubt noticed the same. purging” 
the floor the following results occur. the mixed contents 
are tossed the wind, the wheat falls nearest the operator, 
the ground-up straw next, and the light dust and 
useless chaff are carried further outside the floor, 
the wind strong. This useless chaff often burnt 
the spot. farmer once told the writer that thus burnt 
it, not merely because was use, but also because 
there were mingled with the seeds tares and noxious 
weeds, which would dispersed over his fields the wind, 
carried thither the first autumn rains. was not 
merely valueless, but positively mischievous; and are the 
ungodly, who shall perish like the chaff. 

have not yet exhausted the contributions our re- 
ligious language which this short Psalm has made. The 
two last verses introduce Oriental court, with the 
litigants the accused standing before the judge; just 
they still, and the resultant condition and behavior 
the good and the evil. But would tedious notice 
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all those incidental, and yet accurate, touches which 
unconscious reference the customs and incidents 
Oriental have added this picture. Nor 
will time space permit enter into such minuteness 
analysis and illustration dealing with other Psalms; 
though they may equally suggestive, and even more ap- 
propriate our general can only glance 
few examples taken random from the vast poetical store- 
house the Bible. These specimens will selected with 
sole reference the matter hand. Our search after 
the natural, physical basis our spiritual language, and 
wherever that leads will follow. 


ARTICLE III. 
ENGLISH ELOQUENCE AND DEBATE. 


THE LATE GEORGE SHEPARD, D.D., PROFESSOR BANGOR THEOLOGICAL 
SEMINARY. 

appeared connection with the English tongue. The 
Grecian and Roman eloquence often treated, and greatly 
praised. The question presents itself, there not something 
the records our own language and race which, least, 
approaches these renowned specimens think 
can show that there is. Something, least, worthy our 
study, our admiration, and imitation. 
shall confine myself very much the eloquence 
debate, and shall, the first place, attempt very rapid 
sketch eloquence the English field, giving prominence 
the conflicts and progress debate the parliamentary 
arena; giving also certain facts the history leading 
speakers, and deriving from the whole certain principles and 
lessons such may profitable those who aspire any- 
thing in.the same line. 
glancing over the field English eloquence, propose 
first, find but little that satisfactory parlia- 
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mentary speaking only century back the present time; 
and two centuries, all exceedingly dim and uncertain. 
How fittingly and well the learned Coke was accustomed 
speak, whom Bacon reproaches with speaking too much; 
how Selden talked Parliament who talked well the 
how Elliott uttered the intensity his conviction, 
Phillips poured forth the fervor his passion 
what the force and point Waller, skilled verse, gave 
his prose when pleaded for his own head; what the spirit 
and structure Stafford’s final words, stood before 
his inexorable judges; how Cromwell could wield the weapon 
argument, who could cut his way conclusions with the 
sword; know, indeed, something, but only general. 
know enough, however, satisfy that these, and other 
men their times, uttered themselves with great strength 
and effectiveness. 

The first considerable cluster men under the 
British constitution find the vicinity 1640. There 
gathered here great conflict and crisis. Men’s liberties 
were touched, and their passions were stirred, and their 
energies profoundly roused and tasked. Hampden 
stood forth this time the great leaders, and the master 
spirits debate. The eloquence the period, doubtless, 
resembled its literature. The latter part the sixteenth 
and the early part the seventeenth century, are justly re- 
garded the great creative period English literature. 
The mind was then its productive freshness; the field 
thought and imagery all untouched before it. Men 
wonderful powers came forward occupy the gigantic 
men. They went work somewhat rudely, indeed, but 
they delved deep, and brought the gold and the silver 
and the iron masses; and without stopping polish, 
even knowing how, they threw out the bare material with 
boundless profusion. The language, too, was like the mind 
that spoke through it. had just become settled into 
English, and had not been refined out its majesty and 
strength. was rough and massive; precisely the medium 
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wanted for great and original sentiments. the writers, 
the speakers, this period were somewhat unfinished 
and coarse, often delivering themselves with great bluntness 
well power. Many there were who, the phrase 
one them, knew how give lick with the rough side 
their and now and then proved ex- 
ceedingly rough. 

Immediately subsequent this period find more ac- 
curacy, more refinement, but sad decline all the higher 
attributes speech. All the writing and much the 
speaking went for scason into condition 
The heavy and coarse things more vigorous days were 
not endured. fastidious delicacy prevailed. nice pre- 
cision was attempted. The even flow was loved. The cold 
substance was shaped and smoothed with the file. The time 
Queen Anne, which this abatement manly vigor first 
took place, was distinguished, however, the effective 
oratory Lords Somers and Bolingbroke. The former, 
coming earlier upon the stage, the leading speaker and 
statesman the period, was once masculine and persuasive 
the style and tone his discourse. 

pass now the time George the first 
great minister, Sir Robert Walpole, who extended his office 
and influence far into the subsequent reign. Around this 
minister find the next remarkable cluster great and 
eloquent men. The minister himself must have possessed 
ordinary powers debate order retain long his 
power place against the voices terribly assailing him. 
Bolingbroke stood forth this time the solid strength 
his maturity whom, according Chesterfield’s descrip- 
tion, there met nearly all the qualities splendid and 
successful eloquence. cager was the curiosity Pitt 
see some specimens what was admired and potent 
its time, that reported have desired speech 
Bolingbroke, more than the recovery all that has perished 
ancient literature. William Pulteney was another lead- 
ing mind the opposing the great orators 
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England. had strong, inbred sense, and was 
thoroughly with classical finish, and 
with large measure the true ancient fire. united 
beauty and force, witand argument. The blade was polished, 
was also keen; the weapon was pleasant the sight, but 
often dreadful its stroke. There were others that array, 
but there not time speak them individually. They 
were all lost the strong blaze luminary, which sud- 
denly rose upon the minister’s declining age and influence. 
The voice William Pitt was commanding and terrible 
its first accents. The minister feared the moment 
broke upon his ear, and said: must, all events, 
muzzle that terrible Cornet But the mouth 
William Pitt was not made muzzled. There was 
spirit within which would compel that mouth speak 
long his head should stand upon his shoulders. Pitt 
remarkable as, the whole, England’s greatest orator, and 
also connecting link between two great periods 
English eloquence. Rising before the splendid galaxy 
have just referred passed away, shone till the appear- 
ance that still more splendid galaxy which marked the 
close the last century. this last-named period are 
brought the true freedom and fire debate; the skill 
attack and retort, the wit, the sarcasm, the invective minds 
heated collision and struggling for victory. This, beyond 
all question, was the Augustan period. eloquence before 
since, the English language, has equalled all the 
masterly qualities, the eloquence which last 
quarter the eighteenth century. The leading speakers 
this period were Chatham, Murray, Lord North, Burke, Barre, 
Fox, Pitt, Sheridan, Grattan, Erskine, Dundas, Dunning, 
Windham, and Wilberforce. 

Lord Chatham’s fire had nearly gone out; but there were 
some gleamings his greatness, uttered his indignant 
sentiments upon the subject the hostilities against the 
American colonies. was, this time his life, imperious 
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impassioned bursts, overwhelming invectives, the 
terrors his beak, and the lightning his would 
make those who were far his superiors cower before him. 

William Murray, then Lord Mansfield, was also 
decline the opening this distinguished period. was 
great only reply, Chatham was great only attack. 
His was the connected argument, given with some the 
all the Ciceronian accomplishments, handsome person, 
melodious voice; the phrase Pope, 
tongued Murray.” 

Lord North, who for many years stood the shock that 
most formidable all oppositions that have ever arisen 
the British Parliament, possessed very considerable powers 
debate. showed great facility and command lan- 
being always clear often powerful 
argument, but never rising the impassioned. rep- 
resented rather corpulent man, imperturbable equa- 
nimity, good nature, abounding wit and humor. 
said that the thrusts his mighty antagonists seemed 
sink into him like cannon-ball into wool-sack.” 
was favored with another constitutional som- 
nolency, which would overtake him even the Treasury 
bench; that would sometimes happen that while the 
opposition were stabbing, the minister would snoring. 
The only man who could really succeed stinging the min- 
ister was the waspish, sarcastic Colonel Barre. With huge, 
rough voice, savage countenance, one eye gone and the 
other going, drove his object with directness and 
personality which was sometimes hard bear. 

Burke spoke with rapidity and vehemence, with strong 
accent, and undulating motion the head, 
splendid language, with apt classical allusions, with pathos, 
with humor sometimes, with caustic severity 
voked, with burning indignation; but not the time with 
any marked effect, because spoke multifariously. 
was oppressed and embarrassed the profusion and variety 
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his was enticed away from the point the 
opening visions his imagination. Hence his comparative 
failure his place. 

Charles James Fox has been called the greatest debater 

the world has ever see». was always prepared, because 
could speak without any preparation; once mighty 
argument and slovenly rude often style, 
because too quick the delivery his thoughts for their 
proper clothing, that they jostled, struggled, crowded, 
almost quarrelled, get forth, while rushed forward 
his track vehement reasoning and appeal, trampling down 
went all mere flowers fancy. 

Mr. Pitt, the illustrious rival Fox, affords example 
altogether another sort. kept more the subject, 
and was sooner through, disposing attack two hours 
which Fox stood three hours making. him the close- 
ness the argument, all the point; the perfection the 
style, every word should be; the smooth, beautiful flow, 
harmonizing with the melody deep, sonorous voice, set 
off trained and dignified action, together, held the atten- 
tion and produced fine, sometimes powerful, 

Sheridan was the great declaimer that arena. was 
gorgeous, overwrought many his passages. 
Yet could paint scenes could work argument passion, 
and give his speech dramatic turn and 
one time amuse his hearers strokes humor, and then 
overwhelm them with the torrents his heated, high-wrought 
declamation. 

Grattan, another the great orators the time, was 
simple, though Irishman; vituperative, antithetic, 
times terribly effective. sought point every 
his thought and expression, his argument, his ornament, 
and his passion. Point was once his power and his 
blemish. 

Erskine was pre-eminent particularly advocate. 
peculiarly fascinating eye which held itself every other 
eye; asingular lightness and grace motion and 
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matter and argument precisely adapted the minds and 
hearts before him, clothed diction almost unequalled 
harmony and beauty; these formed combination often 
well-nigh irresistible. 

With Dundas, the main supporter Pitt, the same 
country, Scotland, was plain, sterling sense without 
embellishments style; and with Dunning was close, 
rapid argument, and little else; yet both were heard and 
felt their place. Windham and Wilberforce were both 
prominent speakers the latter part the period question 
the one opposing the abolition the slave-trade, the other 
the leading advocate the the former destroying 
his power his violence and extravagance, the latter 
wonderfully aiding his purity and goodness. This most 
remarkable period British eloquence pretty much 
with the eighteenth century; though Pitt and Fox, 
Windham and Wilberforce, and one two others, lived 
few years into the present. 

There were great speakers America this period 
John Adams, with his short, direct, business-like urgency 
James Otis, fitly termed flame fire; once intensely 
heated and severely logical; Patrick Henry, who uttered 
his plain, common-sense views such tones passion, and 
significance manner, with force throughout rousing 
and astringent, that the nation was braced the 
desperate purpose resistance, the stern alternative, 
Fisher Ames, who, 1796, the subject 
the British treaty, moved and agitated the house, that 
objection was made taking the vote under the excitement 
such appeals. 

find three periods rather decisively marked the 
history British parliamentary debate. First, Walpole 
and Bolingbroke’s time, the eloquence diplomacy, par- 
taking,” one remarks, good deal state-paper 
detail.” Secondly, the great period, the eloquence pas- 
sion, the conflict excited and gigantic talent, when great 
torrents were poured forth and were seen fiercely dashing 
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against each other. The third, that which have witnessed 
since, the more sober period, the eloquence argument and 
business. This last has been dull period compared 
with the preceding. But few speakers have appeared who, 
probably, could have succeeded highly the great arena. 
these, think, Canning and Brougham could have figured 
then. Canning reached after the Ciceronian roundness and 
for rhetorical effect. said would huddle and 
hasten the business part his speech, and expand where 
there was room for show and passion and appeal. Brougham 
was the opposite, both politics and taste. The latter 
took the Grecian, the former the Roman models. 
Brougham steeped his mind the great Grecian master, 
and caught his fire, but not particle his simplicity 
structure and movement. was coarse, harsh, involved 
speaker frequent instances keeping the sense suspended 
through long and complex paragraphs; and some which, 
not known have fallen even this day. was 
uncivil speaker. addressing enemy, knocked him 
down with huge and knotted club mingled argument and 
invective. friend, seized him the collar, and drag- 
ged him along the way chose have him go. 

would interesting trace the leading speakers 
the countries where they originated, and ascertain whence 
the most and the greatest; and whether different 
sections have imparted any peculiar characteristics. Murray, 
Erskine, Dundas, came from Scotland the two former taking 
their place the first rank; none provincially marked, 


Scotch accent. 

Burke, Sheridan, Barre, Plunkett, came from 
Ireland. The two first fall into the first rank. The Irish 
most know, has very distinct character. 
impassioned and poetical, often extravagant, the 
attempted loftiness its conceptions, the swell and pomp 
its language, and the crowded and dazzling brilliancy 


except Dundas, who the last held upon the broad 
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its figures. The foundation this school was unquestion- 
ably laid the splendid and prolific genius Burke. 
went this direction the very outer limits propriety, 
sometimes overstepping those limits. Curran, with his vig- 
orous but often rioting imagination, went further than Burke. 
Charles Phillips exceeded Curran, and with some really 
good, gave some the very worst specimens this style 
and school. 

Pulteney, Chatham, Fox, Pitt, Canning are distinctively 
and the English line, suppose, are look 
for the standard specimens. probably, should 
acknowledged, found, the whole, the highest order 
eloquence. 

America, also, has furnished many illustrious names 
this line.

Grecian master. find, however, small measure, 
the rigor and intensity. Fox Demosthenic. 
has the fire, the rapidity, the running together argu- 
ment and declamation which characterize the Grecian. But 
was not the Grecian. Burke Ciceronian. has 
something the flow, the divergency, the diffuseness, the 
spreading amplitude the Roman. But, though many 
things far exceeded him, was not the Roman. 
great thought, permanent and noble sentiment, extent 
and wealth imagery, the Briton far before the Roman. 
believe there more the material that feeds the mind 
and stirs its energy, making wiser and stronger, Edmund 
Burke than all the ancient orators put together. There 
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more intense, the same time close, silencing reasoning 
some the secondary efforts Fox than appears the 
most labored orations Demosthenes himself. There 
more melting pathos, more genuine, pungent wit, not useless 
but aiding the argument, and more convulsing humor 
some the speeches Sheridan, delivered them, 
than can found the most skilfully picked specimens 
Grecian oratory. There incomparably more gigantic 
grappling and settling great principles the addresses 
Webster than appears the profoundest the ancient 
advocates. For these qualities, the English eloquence 
clearly pre-eminent. its thought, its sentiment, its argu- 
ment, its wit, and its pathos surpasses the ancient. 
abounds, more than the ancient, even terrible invective 
more, because eloquence modern times has taken the 
form debate, which the ancients knew little nothing. 
This fact has given personal character the speaking. 
The leading orators have all along been pitted against each 
other. Walpole and Pulteney, Chatham and Murray, Burke 
and North, Fox and Pitt, Grattan and Flood, Brougham and 
Canning, Webster and Calhoun. that all the 
leading orators have been greatest invective. The fire 
has been the hottest when has been the fire emulation 
hate. The torrent has been the strongest and most 
majestic when embittered waters have been running. These 
master spirits, possessing the withering power question, 
have ever been ready and eager flash and thunder and 
rive the antagonist object moments excitement and 
conflict. This humiliating fact, that many the 
greatest passages our are the malignant passages 
that the mind has proved the strongest under the influence 
feelings which ought not have entertained all.

Murray, eloquent the bar, and sometimes the house, 
quailed and held his peace before the look and tone 
Chatham.

completely under. Jeffrey even, the great Northern critic 
and advocate, who spake through his Quarterly with 
authority which almost sealed the destiny authors, found 
that had authority and but little influence the 
turbulent commons. could hew men down with his pen, 
but the storm debate his tongue was mere feather. 

would interesting and profitable if, looking over 
the field English speakers, could derive some principles 
guide the training and developing the orator. 
But little this sort can found, there having been 
uniformity this particular. Every man seems have come 
forward his own way almost every one pretty much 
happened. find that some the distinguished speakers 
have been distinguished classics,— means all. Pul- 
teney, Murray, Burke, Pitt, Fox, were; Walpole, 
Chatham, Windham, Sheridan, Erskine, Patrick Henry, were 
decidedly wanting this respect. McIntosh took the 
Roman models; Murray, Fox, Burke, the Grecian. Fox, 
notwithstanding his reeking dissipation, surpassed almost all 
orators his time keeping with the 
ancient, particularly the Greek, models. Lord Chatham’s 
reading, are told, was very much Bailey’s Dictionary, 
the sermons Barrow, and the poems Spenser. Burke, 
said, made great use the prose Dryden, and especially 
the poetry Milton, suggesting the noblest images. 
Sheridan formed his taste and manner almost wholly 
intimacy with the English poets and dramatists. Lord Ers- 
kine, too, dwelt almost excusively among English writers. 
Few men his time were more familiar with Shakespeare 
than he; Milton had nearly heart; and from Burke, 
also, could quote all but indefinitely. 


Not many English orators seem have followed very 
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sedulously Cicero’s direction the frequent use the pen. 
is, indeed, singular how very few the powerful speakers 
have been powerful writers. Chatham, Fox, Sheridan, 
the three pre-eminent orators, were not writers. the 
other hand, nearly all the masterly writers have utterly 
failed, particularly extemporaneous speakers. may 
well doubted whether that quality mind which makes 
the words hard got, but the right ones when they come; 
that closeness, that stringency, that condensed structure, which 
gives the force and precision the style,— whether that vivid, 
compact quality not wholly irreconcilable with the easy 
fluency which gives man power when thinks upon his 
legs, and speaks what thinks. 

manner, the line great English speakers, 
obvious that has received comparatively little attention. 
There are some who excelled but came spon- 
taneously them. Lord Chatham, know, cultivated 
manner most assiduously, not excessively before 
glass, often, with view perfect both his enunciation 
and his action; and he, doubtless, greatly surpassed all 
modern parliamentary men the externals 
must acknowledged that manner will achieve wonders, 
and few can altogether neglect with impunity. Yet 
true that some have succeeded being eloquent without 
the arts and accomplishments manner. these may 
said, what quaint Thomas Fuller says Hooker, that 
seems have made good musick with his fiddle and 
stick alone, without any rosin; having neither pronunciation 
nor gesture grace his Indeed, men have been 
eloquent high spite decided physical 
obstructions defects—as Demosthenes, who was born 
stammerer; Cicero, who had slender, squeaking 
utterance; Fox, who had clumsy, unwieldy 
Curran, who went among his schoolmates the name 
“stuttering Jack Curran”; Dunning, whose person was 
ugly and mean the short, thick, stumpy, his 
voice husky and often clogged; Lord North, who had 
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tongue too large for his mouth; the duke Lauder- 
dale, who, from defective conformation the mouth that 
made him unable hold all its proper contents, was said 
bedew his hearers while addressed them.” 

Almost all the great speakers have acquired their power 
speaking the practice speaking. Most began their 
practice early the debating clubs. The practice was then 
transferred the bar, the senate, the popular assembly. 
Windham began bad speaker, and became good one 
simply practice. Fox began clumsily, and rose his 
astonishing power persistent practice. determined, 
entering parliament, speak every night; and says 
that for five whole sessions did speak every night but 
one, and regretted only that did not speak that night 
too. Sheridan commenced his career with utter failure, 
and practice stood even with the first debaters that 
unequalled period. Curran, one the 
fluent the whole line orators, disgracefully 
slumped the outset his speech that had leave the 
place, wearing the cognomen Orator Mum.” these 
Pitt exception. broke forth upon the house the 
early age twenty-two with all the strength and maturity 
veteran orator.

Southern orators, each without early advantages, were pre- 
pared and disciplined for their work liberal uni- 
versity course.

John Marshall, our 
greatest lawyer, whose eloquence, though chiefly that 
thought and argument, was still effective, had rather the 
soldier’s than the scholar’s his was the drilling 
the camp, not the college. There was discipline all 
these men; and there may be, with God’s blessing, any 
man who shall strongly will it. indispensable that the 
mind disciplined and prepared some way for this work. 
insist upon particular way; only let there attained 
the faculty method and the fountain feeling, mind 
clear and strong joined with living soul fire. These 
together will make out the thing. Where these are, will 
come out, and you cannot stop it.

tion, the beautiful and blooming flowers the fancy, the 
gorgeous and towering structures language, language 
shining heaps— these and such and nothing 
else, make out the true eloquence.

You doubtless have often witnessed how the purpose 
the speaker, the frame in, modifies everything that 
comes from him. put ourselves before one man.

exhibition the person, manner, voice, style, all fine. There 
are admirable sketchings, great and vivid pictures drawn 
upon the wall; the sensibilities are stirred, and all love 
feel, and delightful entertainment. away, and 
soon forget all about it. fades from our mind the 
tinted bow fades from the eastern sky. place ourselves 
before another man. does not greatly excite our aston- 
ishment but find ourselves within the circle his power. 
moves deeply, and see definitely why are 
moved. implants within some vital sentiments which 
cannot dislodge, and sends away thinking, feeling, 
resolving. sleep, wake, and the truth within us, 
and the pressure upon us, and find relief from the 
impulse which has visited but generous, decisive action. 
There force here, not prettiness, not something which 
tickles the fancy plays round the head; but something 
which touches and stretches and works the very muscles. 
Like the kingdom God, not word, but power. 
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The evidence its presence not sigh, nor tear, 
smile, but conviction, decision, achievement. This elo- 
quence, authenticated such the great performers who 
have gone before us. And who does not.feel that 
admirable power? And who does not sometimes wish 
had Perhaps you may have it. But, remember, will 
cost you something.

Let him walk, rather, with the men, the former giants 
our literature get upon the mountains their shoulders 
make. all the studies and problems meets, let him 
meet them like man; show the mastering mind —one that 
can grapple with difficulties and conquer obstructions and 
move straight through the most entangling intricacies, till 
comes brush them aside though they were cobwebs. 
Thus let there reached the two contrasted powers 
comprehension and concentration, and also the power 
firmly-linked consecutiveness the sinew his discourse. 


then let him have correct, wholesome taste and stored 


imagination, that may clothe the process everywhere with 
comeliness, and now and then with lines and tints beauty. 
And when has gained these varied gifts, let him remember

Since any 
divinely authorized rule faith and practice must have the 
two attributes infallibility and sufficiency, the proposition 
that the books scripture are inspired includes the two 
ideas that they are without error, and that they are sufficient 
for our salvation. manifest that each inspired book, 
taken separately, must without error; but when come 
the quality sufficiency, that belongs not 
single books, the whole considered collectively. was 
not the divine plan reveal all truth once. commu- 
nicated it, occasion required, “in many parts and many 
using this end the many and diverse gifts his 
servants, till, last, when the record had attained all 
needful fulness, the canon scripture was closed. 
this record that affirm infallibility and sufficiency; both 
qualities being included its divine authority, which 
now proceed consider. 


Here begin with the great fundamental truth that 
Jesus Nazareth was, the fullest sense the words, 
infallible teacher. not assume the infallibility the 
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prove the infallibility the Saviour. take 
the gospel narratives simply written honest and com- 
petent men, and worthy credence the ordinary 
acceptation the words; and affirm that the numerous 
declarations recorded them which fell from the Saviour’s 
own lips show that was teacher raised above all 
claimed for himself the attribute infallibility many 
ways, that must receive axiom Christianity that 
what taught was pure truth, without any admixture 
was not the declaration the beloved disciple 
alone, that before his incarnation dwelt from eternity 
the Father’s himself said: Father, glorify 
thou with thine own self,? with the glory which had 
with thee before the world forth from the 
Father, and come into the world; again, leave the 
world, and the And, during that eternal 
residence the Father’s bosom all his counsels. 
This asserts the most explicit terms: Verily, 
verily, say unto you, the Son can nothing 
but what seeth the Father do; for what things soever 
doeth, these also doeth the Son likewise. For the Father 
loveth the Son, and showeth him all things that himself 
The mode representation drawn from human 
but the truth taught that the Son has full 
knowledge all the Father’s counsels.

Early our Lord’s ministry chose twelve apostles, 
“that they should with him, and that might send 
them forth preach, and have power heal sicknesses, 
and cast out this brief notice have all 
the distinguishing marks apostle. was chosen 
that might with Christ from the beginning, and thus 
the people eye-witness his whole public life. 
When apostle was chosen the place Judas, 
Peter laid particular stress this Where- 
fore, these men who have companied with all the time 
that the Lord Jesus went and out among us, beginning 
from the baptism John, unto that same day that was 
taken from us, must one ordained witness 
with his the case Paul alone 
was this condition apostleship and the want was 
made good him the special revelations Jesus Christ, 
which lays particular stress.4 apostle, again, was 
one who received his commission immediately from the 
qualification which Paul strenuously asserted 
his own behalf, saying: Paul, apostle, not men, 
neither man, but Jesus Christ, and God the Father,

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who raised him from the apostle, once more, 
was one who received directly from Christ the power 
working miracles. This was the seal his apostleship 
before the world. the three particulars that have been 
named the apostles held Christ the nearest possible rela- 
tion, and were this relation distinguished from all other 
men. Their mission was preach the gospel and establish 
Christian churches all the world: ye, therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptizing them the name the Father, 
and the Son, and the Holy Ghost; teaching them 
observe all things whatsoever have commanded you; and 
lo, with you alway, even unto the end the world.” 
Have evidence that these men, holding Christ such 
intimate relation, and receiving from him such broad 
commission, sealed the power working miracles, were 
divinely qualified, through the indwelling the Holy Ghost, 
and record the facts and doctrines the gospel 
without error 

Our first argument that they were thus qualified 
drawn from the analogy the Old Testament the 
Old Testament record, namely, uniformly regarded 
our Lord. leave out view, for the present, the 
judgments expressed the New Testament writers them- 
selves, far forth they may regarded authorities. 
Our sole aim gather from them the Saviour’s position 
respect the books the Old Testament. unprejudiced 
reader can study the gospel narratives without the profound 
conviction that everywhere assumed the divine 
the Hebrew scriptures. This conviction forced upon 
not simply his express declarations, but also the rev- 
erential attitude which everywhere takes towards them. 
his first encounter with the prince darkness drew 
his weapons from the storehouse scripture. The threefold 
assault the devil met with the threefold answer: 
written. one who reads the narrative with unpreju- 
diced mind can doubt that received all that written 
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the Hebrew scriptures divine authority. also his 
encounters with the Pharisees, his constant appeal the 
record the Old Have not read What 
written the law? How readest thou? Objections drawn 
from the record meets, not repudiating wholly 
part, but fair interpretation its meaning. notable 
example this have his solution the question put 
him the Pharisees respecting the Mosaic law 
answer his exposition the primitive law marriage, 
they asked: Why did Moses then command give 
writing divorcement, and put her away?” The reply 
Jesus was: Moses, because the hardness your 
hearts, suffered you put away your wives; but from the 
beginning was not another place said the 
hundred and tenth Psalm: David himself said the Holy 
Ghost, the Lord said unto ete. recognized 
this psalm written under the inspiration the Holy Ghost; 
nor there the shadow reason for supposing that 
wished distinguish from the psalms whole. 
simply referred containing one the declarations 
concerning the Messiah made, like all the rest them, 
the Holy Ghost.” Again, after his resurrection said 
the two disciples the way Emmaus: fools, and 
slow heart believe all that the prophets have spoken! 
Was not necessary that the Christ should suffer these things 
and enter into his How 
because there must have been fulfilment all things 
written concerning him the scriptures the Old Testa- 
ment. Accordingly, beginning Moses and all the proph- 
ets, expounded unto them all the scriptures the things 
concerning and afterwards said the assembly 
the apostles Jerusalem: These are the words which 
unto you, while was yet with you, that all things 
must fulfilled which were written the law Moses,

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and the prophets, and the psalms concerning 
The above are samples the way which our Lord was 
accustomed refer the scriptures the Old Testament.

What inference did any one them ever draw, except that 
ascribed the Hebrew scriptures whole divine 
authority? Finally, the Saviour clinches the argument 
his words the mount: not that came destroy 
the law the prophets: came not destroy, but fulfil. 
For verily say unto you, until heaven and earth pass away, 
one jot one tittle shall wise pass from the law, till 
all Could who came with his fan his 
hand sever the chaff from the wheat have spoken thus 
the law had known only heap unwinnowed 
and truth mixed And received 
the law pure wheat unmixed with who 
can deny that gave the same honor the psalms and the 
prophets? not affirm that our Saviour him- 
self with verbal criticism, questions respecting the agree- 
ment disagreement the Greek version with the original 
Hebrew particular passages. shall endeavor show 
future Number that inspiration, though necessarily 
employs human words, has its proper seat not the letter, 
but the spirit; and that the same truth communicated 
inspiration the Holy Ghost may expressed two 
more writers two more forms words. What now 
insist upon is, that the Saviour received the whole Old Testa- 
ment divinely authoritative record God’s dealings 
with men, and the truths which has revealed for their 
salvation. 

Will said, reply, that herein the Saviour accom- 
modated himself the current belief the age? That 
spoke and acted harmony with that belief, ancient and 
venerable, coming down from the days Ezra, certain. 
When Paul affirmed the Old Testament whole: all 
scripture given inspiration and Peter, that

but holy men God spake they were moved the Holy 
they spake not merely apostles, but Jews, 
giving the universal belief the nation respect the 
Hebrew scriptures. But the doctrine accommodation 
means that one, for prudential reasons, conforms himself 
current belief, without regard its truth falsehood. 
say that the matter the divine authority scripture 
our Lord thus accommodated himself the age which 
lived cast upon him unworthy imputation, not only 
without evidence, but against evidence. The most powerful 
and influential body among the Jews our Lord’s day was 
the sect the Pharisees, who sat Moses’s seat, and were 
the acknowledged leaders the people religion. They 
held firmly the traditions the elders. Yet our Lord set 
aside these traditions very All 
classes the Jews were firm the belief that their expec- 
ted Messiah would establish temporal kingdom king- 
dom, indeed, truth and righteousness, but yet temporal 
kingdom with its seat Jerusalem. Yet the Saviour 
carefully avoided the utterance any word that might seem 
give his sanction that belief; and before Pilate 
publicly declared that his kingdom was not this 
the other hand, expressly sanctioned the current 
belief the Pharisees respecting the resurrection, angels, 
and gave also the full sanction his authority 
the doctrine, current his day, eternal rewards and 
punishments. Why this difference? The answer found 
his words Pilate: this end was born, and for 
this cause came into the world, that should bear witness 
unto the All current beliefs that were accord- 
ance with truth sanctioned, but none that were based 
falsehood. But did undeniably sanction the belief his 
day the divine authority the Hebrew scriptures and 
from his decision there can appeal those who receive

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him the Son God, who dwelt from eternity with the 
Father, and knew all his counsels. 

The divine authority the record revelation contained 
the Old Testament being admitted, infer once, 
analogy, that the apostolic writings. Otherwise should 
reduced the necessity placing the apostles lower 
plane than Moses and the prophets, whereas the Saviour 
places them, their office teachers, above all their pre- 
decessors. says John the Baptist: Verily, say 
unto you, among them that are born women, there hath 
not risen greater than John the Baptist: notwithstanding, 
that least the kingdom heaven greater than 
certain sense might said that the least 
believer who the kingdom heaven greater than any 
believer before its establishment. But the context naturally 
restricts prophets men possessing the spirit proph- 
ecy with its extraordinary endowments. John’s greatness 
prophet lay his near relation Christ his 
runner, and the one chosen God see him and testify 
him before the people. But the least prophet the king- 
dom heaven was greater than he, having nearer 
relation Christ and fuller revelations concerning him. 
But deny the writings Christ’s own apostles, 
chosen him establish his church, and endowed the 
day Pentecost with the gift the Holy Spirit, that divine 
authority which concede the things written concerning 
Christ the law Moses, and the prophets, and the 
psalms,” make them not greater than John and the 
prophets before him, but less than the least them, which 
true reductio absurdum. Holding, then, the divine 
authority the record left Moses and the prophets, 
must, admit that the writings Christ’s 
own apostles, who were greater than they.

dard truth which the church since the apostolic period 
can appeal. man who believes that Jesus the Son 
God, and that came into the world make men 
perfect revelation the way life, can admit such 
absurd supposition. 

Our third argument drawn from Christ’s express 
promises his apostles. The substance these is, that they 
should divinely qualified for the work committed them 
through the gift the Holy Ghost.

Holy And when they bring you unto the syna- 
gogues and the magistrates and the powers, not solicitous 
how what shall answer, what shall say. For the 
Holy Spirit shall teach you the same hour what ought 
meditate what shall answer. will give you mouth 
and wisdom which all your adversaries shall not able 
gainsay These promises are explicit enough. 
The only way which one could attempt evade their 
force would say that they referred specific emergency 
alone when they bring you unto the synagogues and the 
magistrates and the but that they did not contain 
any general promise infallible guidance. Thus would 
interpret the gracious Saviour’s promise his disciples not 
the largest sense, but the most narrow and restricted 
way possible, Portia did Shylock’s bond for pound 
Antonio’s flesh, standing upon the exact letter:

They were given secondary sense the 
church large, inasmuch all believers enjoy, through 
the apostles, the benefit these revelations the Holy 
Spirit. important remember that the promises 
question are not made all believers personally, but were 
given, once for all, through the apostles, all believers. 
The gift the Holy Spirit is, indeed, made all believers 
personally, according the measure their necessities. 
They are not called, were the apostles, lay the founda- 
tions the Christian faith, and have, therefore, promise 
new revelations from the Spirit personal elevation 
above all error, any more than they have miraculous 
gifts. 

add fourth argument, drawn from the miraculous 
conferred the apostles. These must, course, 
considered strict connection with the tenor their office.

Now, have seen the tenor the apostles’ commission, 
which was into all the world, and teach all nations the 
things commanded them Christ, and also communicate 
them the further revelations the Spirit, concerning 
things which they were not prepared receive from our 
Lord during his personal ministry. For this work they 
were qualified the gift the Holy Spirit, and Christ 
himself attested their qualification the miraculous endow- 
ments which conferred upon them. When Peter, the 
presence assembled multitudes, healed man that 
had been lame from his birth, and then proceeded unfold 
the people the way salvation through Christ, both 
gave them the contents his commission and showed them 
the divine seal impressed upon it. The only legitimate 
inference drawn from what did the name 
Christ was, that the message which delivered the people 
Christ’s name was authentic and worthy full credence. 
What man his sober senses could believe that Peter and 
John wrought miracles the name Christ, but that when 
they taught the people the way salvation through Christ 
their words did not have the sanction Christ’s authority 
But they were qualified preach, were they also 
write, with divine authority.

Some may think that past days the miraculous element 
Christianity was made too exclugively prominent.

Their position rendered this 
The self-oblivion that pervades the historical books the 
New Testament, two which were written apostles, 
truly majestic, and itself mark inspiration. the 
Gospel Matthew the personality the writer does not 
much once come the surface; the Gospel John 
appears very rarely, and only when the nature the circum- 
stances related makes appropriate. All 
writers forward serencly, the full confidence that they 
can rightfully claim, and shall have, the credence the 
_churches, and aiming only set forth the truth its naked 
simplicity. Yet,when occasions arose, chiefly from the oppo- 
sition false teachers, the apostles did not hesitate assert 
the authority which they had received from their Master 
unambiguous terms. the memorable letter the apostles 
and elders and brethren the Gentile churches, they 
“Tt seemed good the Holy Ghost, and us, lay upon 
you greater burden than these necessary The 
words the Holy Ghost, and us,” can only mean, 
the guidance the Holy Ghost. The apostle Paul,

God; that might know the things that are freely given 
God. Which things also speak, not the words 
which man’s wisdom teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost 
teacheth, comparing spiritual things with 
undeniably speaks himself and his associates the 
gospel ministry and his reference not any particular 
occasion, but the general tenor their preaching. They 
‘habitually spoke —and parity reason wrote not 
words which man’s wisdom teaches, but which were taught 
them the Holy Ghost. also, writing the Galatians, 
among whom his apostolic standing had been called ques- 
tion certain Judaizing teachers, says: certify you 
brethren, that the gospel which was preached not 
after man; for neither received man, neither was 
taught it, but the revelation Jesus This 
language explicit enough. could have been used only 
one who was conscious having been divinely qualified 
and authorized preach the gospel. Accordingly, this 
same epistle, more than once opposes his apostolic author- 
ity the false teachers who were troubling the churches 
Galatia: marvel that are soon removed from him 
that called you the grace Christ, unto another 
which not another except that there are some who trouble 
you, wishing subvert the gospel Christ. But though 
we, angel from heaven preach gospel you other 
than have preached you, let him accursed. 
have said before, now again say any man preaches 
you gospel other than received, let him accursed 
and once more: Behold, Paul say unto you, that 
circumcised, Christ shall profit you Writing 
also the Corinthians says: “If any man thinketh him- 
self prophet spiritual, let him acknowledge the 
things which write unto you, that they are the command- 
ments the the above passages remark:

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First, that they express not the authority which the apostle’s 
words and writings had certain occasions but that which 
belonged them always, though was only certain 
occasions that felt the necessity asserting it.

Thirdly, that honest men, such the apostles are admitted 
have been, could not have used language this kind, 
except under the full consciousness that they spoke and 
wrote Christ’s authority such high sense that their 
commandments were commandments the Lord.” 
Besides explicit assertions, like those that have been quoted, 
there tone divine authority running through the 
apostolic writings. They assert the weightiest truths, and 
make the weightiest revelations concerning the future, 
men who know that they have valid claim explicitly 
believed and obeyed. What majesty authority, for ex- 
ample, shines through Paul’s discussion the doctrine 
the resurrection! announces truths, that lie wholly 
beyond the ken human reason, with the full and calm 
assurance one who speaks from God. The same tone 
certainty runs through the’ remarks which the apostle John 
interweaves with his Gospel and his Epistles, well 
though the other apostolic Epistles.

This 
testimony, let carefully remembered, not simply 
authoritative dictum, like the declarations the Hebrew 
prophets, prefaced with the words: Thus saith the Lord 
nor simply subjective opinion, drawn from the contents 
the books. rather comprehensive judgment, based 
all the known facts the case. The knowledge 
book had proceeded from the pen apostle once 
secured unquestioned reception everywhere. Doubts 
respecting the apostolic authorship the Second 
Epistle Peter, for example led careful examination 
the evidence the case. regard the writings 
men not belonging the apostolic college, the churches 
based their decision, has been shown, the known rela- 
tion the authors the apostles and the acknowledged 
gifts the Spirit possessed them, well the char- 
acter the writings themselves. For the formation 
correct judgment these points they enjoyed such advan- 
tages cannot possess. and sincerity are 
traits which will not denied them, and they were cer- 
tainly not wanting common discernment. Their caution 
and hesitation respect the so-called antilegomena shows 
with what conscientious deliberation they acted, and will 
defend them, the judgment all candid men, from the 
unworthy imputation credulousness that was ready 
take without examination any book that professed have 
come from the pen apostle apostolic man. 

Very important indeed the question respecting the 
contents book which claims have been written under 
the inspiration the Holy Spirit. has been shown 
previous Number how unsafe the rule judging con- 
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cerning the inspiration book from the character its 
contents alone. Nevertheless, must believe that the man 
who writes moved the Holy Ghost will kept 
from puerilities and fantastic allegorizing; that what 
says will have the marks simplicity, directness, and purity 
intention, will harmony with the general tenor 
revelation, and will consist wholesome words, even the 
words our Lord Jesus Christ and the doctrine which 
according godliness.” need waste time showing 
that these characteristics belong full measure the 
canonical books the New Testament. They are radiant 
throughout with heavenly light, the presence which 
all merely human writings lose their splendor, the glow- 
worm pales uneffectual fire” when the matin approaches. 
glory gilds the sacred page, 
Majestic, like the 
gives light every age; 
gives, but borrows none.” 
not propose eulogize these books, for the same 
reason that would not eulogize the. sun shining his 
strength. But very instructive notice the wide 
chasm which separates them from even the best writings 
the so-called apostolic Fathers. The descent from the majesty 
and power the canonical writings those the following 
age abrupt and great. That this should have been 
altogether analogy with God’s established mode pro- 
cedure. great crises the world’s history man- 
ifests himself extraordinary way, for the purpose 
establishing new system means and influences.

But was not God’s plan 
administer the affairs his church through the permanent 
agency miraculous gifts. When they had accomplished 
their end, they were withdrawn, and the history Christ’s 
kingdom went on, under the ordinary instrumentality 
God’s word, God’s Spirit, and God’s providence. The 
inspired teachers and leaders the church, like uninspired 
leaders and teachers all ages, committed many errors,

THE WEEKLY SABBATH.

weekly Sabbath has its ground, not the periodical 
motions the solar system, but the history the human 
race. Hence, the first place, leaves mark the 
outward course nature. The beast the field, the fowls 
the air, and the fish the sea are not sensibly affected 
its recurrence. far, indeed, labor concerned, 
life them perpetual sabbath. They know toil, 
properly called, but spend their time constant round 
instinctive enjoyment; for the fruits the earth are 
ready for their use without any preparation art. But, 
with regard the spiritual engagements sacred leisure, 
they may truly said have sabbath, inasmuch they 
want the higher nature which susceptible such delights, 
follows, the next place, that the origin and import 
the sabbath are sought, not the history matter, 
brute nature, but that book which alone contains 
the true and complete account man. propose, the 
present Article, examine three the texts bearing upon 
the sabbath (Lev. xxiii. Col. ii. Mark ii. 27, 28),

The Nature the Sabbath. 


This brought before Lev. xxiii. “Six days

This one 
the most interesting verses the Old Testament. stands 
the head this chapter holy seasons. reiterates 
and explains institution incalculable value for the 
preservation religious feeling the households Israel. 
After prefatory clause, enumerates four characteristics 
cessation from all work, sabbath the Lord all your 
dwellings. The preface this ordinance is: “Six days 
shall work done.” This involves once allusion 
history, appeal the memory the past. raises the 
thoughts the six days creative work, which have 
arecord the first chapter Genesis. There ad- 
mirable symmetry the proceedings these six days. 
They consist two counterparts, periods, three days 
each. the former, begin with light, and the 
creation plants. The latter commences with the centres 
light, and advances the creation the animal world. 
After the inhabitants air, water, and earth are called into 
being, man himself appears with wonderful dignity upon 
the stage existence. created after the image and 
the likeness God, the Eternal Spirit. Hence 
spiritual being, having reason, will, and power, capable 
knowing, loving, and obeying his Maker, and 
sway over this nether sphere. When the Almighty con- 
templated the works his hand, they were all, man included, 
pronounced very good. manifest that these six 
days are had everlasting remembrance the race 
man. long memory lasts, rational, godlike man 
will look back with wondering interest the fountain-head 
his being. 

Accordingly, the six days come for historical notice 
the fourth commandment (Ex. xx. 8-11): “Six days shalt 
thou labor, and all thy work. ..... For six days the 
Lord made heaven and earth, the sea, and all that them 
is.’ Hence evident that the six days work have their 
ground the six days creation, and consequently the 
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constitution man, the head whose race was then called 
into being. And man not the mere instinctive recipient 
the blessings life, but the rational agent, who under- 
stands motives, devises plans, and performs actions for which 
cannot but feel himself responsible the Author his 
being. Hence the permission, well injunction, Six 
days shall work done.” 

this sentence the term work means business, rational 
occupation, the putting forth the active powers our 
nature for the attainment end. the term em- 
ployed denote the activity God, when said that 
the seventh day from all his work which had 
(Gen. ii. 2). is, therefore, suitable man, who 
was made the image God. has end view; 
contrives the means which may attained; and 
puts forth the powers requisite for carrying them into effect. 
This last properly called work. But observe the 
fourth commandment another term, employed conjunction 
with work: days shalt thou labor, and all thy work.” 
important distinguish labor from work. Labor 
hard toil—the exertion hand and foot, the organs 
physical power, the individual pursuance his object. 
Work more comprehensive term, including not only 
labor, but business, such the routine domestic activities, 
the training youth, the exchange commodities, and 
other operations that not require hard labor. All these 
are allowable the six days the week. 

The example set the Creator, the primeval institution 
the week, and the reason assigned for six days work 
the fourth commandment, combine show that the inter- 
vention seventh day rest between every six days 
labor was suitable the nature man antecedent the 
fall. This disastrous event only enhanced the necessity 
the weekly arrangement time. The self-same reasons 
prompt beware the not uncommon error that the 
six days are profane, and the seventh day alone holy, that 
the secular opposed the sacred. The six days’ work 
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God and the seventh day’s rest are equally holy; and 
with man. The fundamental distinction not moral, 
but physical one; not that the sacred and the profane, 
but that work and rest. And work, the rational employ- 
ment means end, has been consecrated and elevated 
its proper dignity the example and the command 
the Creator man. 

The first characteristic the seventh day sabbath 
This very important phrase occurs six times 
scripture. once applied the sabbatical year (Lev. 
xxv. 4), twice the day atonement (Lev. xvi. 31; xxiii. 
and three times the weekly sabbath (Ex. xxxi. 15; 
xxxv. and the passage now before us). The first term, 
“sabbath,” the ordinary name for the seventh day and for 
the sabbatical year (Lev. xxv.). also applied the 
day atonement, but other festival. The sabbath 
mentioned Lev. xxiii. the weekly sabbath the 
feast unleavened bread, which lasted seven days, and 
therefore included sabbath.

The sabbath mentioned Lev. xxiii. commonly supposed the first 
day bread ;,which was day holy convocation, which 
servile work was done. Josephus, iii. 10, states indeed that the 
wave-sheaf was presented the second day unleavened bread, which implies 
that “the sabbath” here means the first day unleavened bread. And the 
Septuagint the phrase, “On the morrow the first day” 
and Onkelos the rendering after the good day,” are supposed 
concur with him this statement. Nevertheless clearly erroneous. The 
term “sabbath” not elsewhere applied any day but the weekly sabbath 
and the day atonement. The institution the wave-sheaf 
munication distinct from that the feast unleavened bread (Lev. xxiii.

Besides the weekly sabbath, there were seven 
other days the year set apart religious use, all 
which are mentioned Lev. xxiii.— the first and seventh 
days unleavened bread, the feast weeks, the first day 
the seventh month, the day atonement, and the first 
and eighth days the feast tabernacles. The day 
atonement differed from all the other appointed days 
festival being fast, day sadness, confession sin, 
which the people were afflict their souls; whereas, the 
others were feasts, seasons thanksgiving and rejoicing 
before the Lord. The day atonement and the weekly 
sabbath differed from the other six feast days being days 
perfect whereas the others were days partial rest. 
the former alone said that they were sabbaths 
rest, which work was done. the latter 
only said that they were days holy convocation, 
which servile work was done. They are not called 
sabbaths, sabbaths rest, and only servile work hard 
labor was suspended them. the management 
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affairs and the interchange commodities might take 
place these days, though the laborer was released from 
his toil. find the trial and the crucifixion the Lord 
proceeding, and the purchase linen Joseph Arimathea 
for grave clothes taking place the first day unleavened 
bread. The weekly sabbath, the other hand, was day 
perfect rest, which manner work, servile other, 
was done. Thus the body the Lord was taken 
down hastily from the cross, and laid the new tomb 
Joseph, without the due rites burial, before the setting 
the sun, that the weekly sabbath might not broken. 
There scripture considerate moderation imposing 
only seven days rest besides the weekly sabbath the 
whole year, and making them all except the day atone- 
ment days only partial rest. 

This cessation work curiously adapted the physical 
constitution man. operations the corporeal 
frame consist three parts: first, that which involuntary 
and without intermission, the action the heart and 
other internal functionaries the vital organism; secondly, 
that which instinctive, the travail the animal power 
search food, shelter, and other natural requirements 
and thirdly, that which rational, the effort attain 
certain end beyond the mere animal wants. The first part 
the movement kept constant vigor the regular 
supply food. The second has its recompence the 
natural repose sleep. The third remains over re- 
reason. the whole, about third part the exertion 
our powers may due this last source, and that for 
the half the natural day, follows that sixth part 
each natural day needs its compensating repose. After six 
days, therefore, seventh day rest seems needful repair 
the waste and weariness accruing from voluntary rational 
effort. all events, the special activity the rational 
evidently stands need being recruited third pro- 
not the animal, but the rational, and 
that plainly the Sabbath.” 
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the law the sabbath beneficent arrangement for 
the physical and moral good man, occasional works 
necessity mercy are not regarded breaches 
it. Hence the preparing food and drink for man and for 
domestic cattle, and comforts and medicines for the sick, 
far cannot conveniently done the day before, 
and the relief from distress danger, far cannot 
safely deferred till the following day, are all allowable, 
works necessity and this day.

The sabbath, with its hallowed rest and freedom 
and peace and memory and hope and present gospel, gliding 
softly into all our dwellings, alone fitted quench the 
strange fire our passions, awaken the cry faith and 
penitence, and call forth melody praise from the 
breast each individual the community. Hence the 
inestimable value “the sabbath the Lord all your 

not difficult understand the duties and pleasures 
the home such day this. They will rise with the 
rising light and life the soul. they must always 
the same tendency. The private and family devotions 
the day will more calm and than those the 
busy working-days. The private meditation, the social con- 
verse, the studies and teachings and readings, the very fare 
and fashion and recreation, will keeping with the 
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solemnity this primeval and heaven-born festival. Liberty, 
variety, spontaneity the employments and recreations 
suitable this festal day will prevent the listlessness 
weariness which uniformly results from forced sameness 
occupation protracted strain attention.

ardent heart, however, full harmony with the 
mind God and the bents and humanity, more 
spiritual themes will not wanting diversify and elevate

chanically perused, but patiently dissected 
examined its several principles and facts, and their 
mutual relations and special ends, afford inexhaustible 
fund interesting and edifying meditation and conference.

Such was the occupation the holy convocation 
the sabbath rest, according the institution Moses, 
the servant the Lord. was truly rational and edifying 
service.

This circumstance paramount interest and the 
most momentous consequence. The seven holy convocations 
the annual festivals were held the ecclesiastical metrop- 
olis the country, and therefore mainly representative, 
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the women and the children and many the men were 
absent. But the holy convocation the sabbath was 
held all the dwellings the land, every hamlet, 
village, township which the people dwelt. genial 
clime the town square, the village green, the sequestered 
dell under the widespread oak terebinth will the 
meeting-place the holy convocation. There nothing, 
however, hinder the spreading the tent, the rearing 
the tabernacle, the erection the more permanent edifice 
for the holy convocation the weekly 
went the rural multitude their best array keep the holy 
day, pour out the desires their heart God, raise 
the grave, sweet melody thanksgiving him, and 
hearken with reverent attention his word read, and 
might expounded, the elders that had the rule over 
them. evident this ordinance was vital importance 
for the growth piety and the maintenance true religion 
through the length and breadth the land. And there can 
little doubt that, compliance with this wise and simple 
regulation, meeting-places were early established, and holy 
convocations held many parts the land from the very 


first settlement Israel, and that they had the effect 


keeping the light and life religion some the 
humble abodes the country, when had well nigh died 
out the high places the nation. This alone will 
ciently account for the knowledge God and the habit 
piety which times declension still lingered and occa- 
sionally gleamed out unexpected places throughout the 
history the people. was owing, part, least, 
this custom that Deborah and Barak, Gideon and Manoah, 
Boaz and Ruth, Elimelech and Hannah, and other judges and 
worthies, were found espouse the cause God, and that 
seven thousand Israel the time Elijah had not bowed 
the knees Baal. 

And equally undoubted that, this institution had 
been fully carried out and faithfully maintained, the national 
piety would have flourished apace, the temptations super- 
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stition would have been overcome, the encroachments 
surrounding idolatry would have been successfully resisted, 
and the Lord’s people would have sooner become, what they 
were destined be, light the Gentiles. And may 
added, that primitive Christianity revived and carried 
higher perfection the rational observance the sabbath and 
the religious ordinances the holy convocation, and that 
the churches the Reformation held their ground and per- 
petuated their vitality, just proportion they acknowledged 
and restored the sacred rest, well the holy convocation 
the primeval sabbath, all their dwellings. 

This aspect the sabbatic institution unfolds the 
origin the synagogue. synagogue is, its original 
sense, congregation for the worship God. afterwards 
came signify the place meeting for worship. has 
been alleged that synagogues took their rise the times 
the Maccabees. They are, indeed, mentioned Josephus 
(Jewish War, vii. existing their time, but not 
new institution. Moreover, the stone and lime 
not the essence the synagogue. This venerable 
institution had its rise the custom calling upon the 
name the Lord, mentioned Gen. iv. 26. was re-

After the fall, the coming the Messiah the grand 
central point the history the human race. The former 
generations were taught prophecy and figure look 
forward with longing eyes for his advent. latter 
ages are directed look back with thankful remembrance 
the atonement completed his death and attested his 
resurrection, while they the same time look forward with 
fond anticipation for his second coming consummate the 
restitution all things raising the dead, pronouncing 
the final judgment, winding the affairs this world, and 
inaugurating the kingdom manifest, therefore, 
that the epoch his first coming was fraught with mighty 
revolution the condition the church, and attended with 
corresponding alteration the economy grace. This 
indicated the following words the apostle Paul: 
man, therefore, judge you meat drink, 
batlis, which are shadow things come; but the body 
chapter, which the apostle touches with master hand 
the counter tendencies rationalism and ritualism, which 
are constantly appearing the religious history man. 
clucidate the change the economy salvation, 
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shall consider, first, the things that are shadow things 
come, the body which Christ; and next, the 
nition the apostle: Let man judge you” these 
things. 

First, meat and drink, eating and drinking, and the 
ordinances the holy day, the new moon, and the sabbath 
are here described the shadow the things 
obvious that these rites are not heathen, but Jewish, 
origin; not from human, but divine, source. For they 
are said shadow Christ. they had been Gentile 
rites man’s device, they could not have been shadow 
things come. Merely human rites can have authority, 
and therefore significance. And they are devoid any 
prefigurative import. Proceeding from fallible source, 
they are liable propagate error; and purporting 
addition and amendment that which God has deemed 
sufficient, they tend only obscure the meaning and weaken 
the force that which divine. The invention and use 
them therefore mere presumptuous interference with 
the prerogative heaven. The rites here mentioned, how- 
ever, are declared shadow things come, and 
hence they must part the Mosaic ritual, which was 
divine origin. 

Meat and drink form important and part 
this ritual. Lev. ii. have the meat-offering, 
oblation. stands after the burnt-sacrifice (Lev. i.), and 
therefore presupposes the propitiation for sin already 
made. But the meat-offering was handed over the priest, 
and therefore did not involve solemn eating before the 
Lord the part the ordinary worshipper. meet 
with this, however, the peace-offering (Lev. 
From the latter passage learn that the peace- 
offering the worshipper partook the victim offered with 
the unleavened cakes, one which was presented 
memorial the Lord, and with the leavened bread, which 
was prepared for this special occasion. Now, the peace- 
offering was voluntarily presented those who were 
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peace with God through the blood the atonement made 
type the And the common meal after 
was symbol the communion the saints the 
blessings salvation. Hence these blessings came 
specially indicated the bread which was then solemnly 
eaten before the Lord. 

The drink-offering, libation, brought view 
Num. xv., from which appears that with stated meat- 
offering there was drink-offering fourth part 
hin wine for lamb, third part for ram, and half 
for bullock. This was accompany every offering, and 
among others the peace-offering. And, from Deut. xiv. 
23-27, is.manifest that the worshipper, after presenting 
his peace-offering, partook not only meat, but also 
drink, when appeared before the Lord with his household 
accepted through the atonement and entitled share 
the blessings salvation. Hence gather that bread and 
wine were appointed emblems, not strictly atonement, 
but salvation through atonement, and that partaking 
them was type the enjoyment salvation the 
worshipper. 

Hence meat and drink, and particular bread and wine, 
are shadow Christ. said unto the Jews: Verily, 
verily, say unto you, Moses gave you not that bread from 
heaven; but Father giveth you the true bread from 
heaven. For the bread God which cometh down 
from heaven, and giveth life unto the world” (John vi. 
32, 33). then says explicitly himself: the 
bread life: that cometh shall never hunger, and 
that believeth shall never (John vi. 35). 
Hence perceive that Jesus both meat and drink the 
soul. said wine that cheereth God and man; and 
how can cheer God much typifying the blood 
Christ that from all sin? Bread and wine appear 
very early date the staff life. the return 
Abraham from the rescue Lot, Melchizedek, the priest 
the most high God, came forth meet him with bread and 
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wine. proper here repeat that these elements express 
not the propitiation for sin, but its consequent blessings, 
namely, the pardon, peace, and privileges belonging the 
ransomed people God. They are, therefore, shadow 
the benefits the redemption that Christ. 

The second class things that foreshadow Christ are 
thus described: respect holy day, the new 
moon, the The word respect” here means 
the part, portion, ordinance appertaining each these 
not the set time itself that typical 
Christ, but the ordinances appointed for it, and giving char- 
acter and significance it. The holy day refers the 
annual festivals the Mosaic ritual, which the chief are 
three —the feasts unleavened bread, weeks, and 
tabernacles. The feast unleavened bread begins the cycle 
the year. the night which the children Israel 
were depart from Egypt, they were commanded slay 
lamb, sprinkle its blood the lintel and the side-posts 
the door, and partake the roasted flesh, with loins 
girt and staff hand, ready for the march. that night 
the destroying angel passed over Egypt. passed over 
the households unharmed where the blood was the lintel 
and side-posts the door. But where there was blood 
the lintel and side-posts, the morrow the first-born 
man and beast was found dead. passover, then, 
the feast redemption, and hence Christ called the 
Lamb God, that taketh away the sin the world.” 

The feast was the end the grain harvest, 
that unleavened bread was the beginning it. The 
offering peculiar this feast was the two wave-loaves 
wheaten flour. Bread the staff life. And Jesus says 
himself: the living bread, which came down from 
heaven. eat this bread, shall live forever.” 
Christ gives legal life, that is, the right life, the 
passover which the lamb propitiation was slain, 
gives spiritual life the Holy Spirit life descending 
the apostles and the church. The feast weeks was simply 
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the complement the feast unleavened bread. They 
are related the meat-offering the 
the feast the preceding sacrifice the peace-offering, and 
therefore form two parts great whole. like manner 
the descent the Holy Ghost the day pentecost was 
the consequence the atonement made the Son God, 
after which ascended the Father, and sent down the 
promised Spirit. 

The feast tabernacles represents new stage the 
typical history redemption. The vintage, well the 
harvest, has now been completed, and the ingathering 
the fruits the earth has followed. The time for enjoying 
all the rewards human industry come. season 
typical the end all things earthly, the realization 
all spiritual blessings heavenly places. the passover 
foreshadows redemption from death, and the feast weeks 
pardon, acceptance, and everlasting inheritance with the 
Father. Thus these three festivals represent the three 
stages salvation Christ redemption his doing 
and dying, renewal life his Spirit and power, and 
reception into glory the good-will and word his Father. 
They form, therefore, singularly full and particular shadow- 
ing forth the things Christ. 

The new moon distinguished chiefly its sacrifices, 
which have account Num. xxv. 11-15. They 
consist manifold burnt-sacrifice and kid the goat 
for sin-sacrifice. needless say more present 
than that these are shadows things Christ. 

The sabbath had also its proper burnt-sacrifice lamb 
the morning and another the evening, besides the 
continual burnt-sacrifices every day. Thus was the great 
propitiation Christ foreshadowed every day, every week, 
every month, and cycle festivals every year. The 
ordinances these festal occasions represented the great 
atonement itself, and the meat and drink the participation 
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that eternal life which flows from it. And thus the year, 
the month, the week, and the day were consecrated the 
God salvation. 

10. The admonition the apostle concerning all these 
shadows Christ is: Let man, therefore judge you.” 
This gives rise several reflections very considerable 
importance with respect the change the economy 
grace. the first place, the apostle does not formally 
abrogate these ritual observances. merely says, Let 
man judge you these matters. simply makes them 
optional, with the Jew, well with the Gentile. 
could not more. These rites were divine institution, 
and therefore allowable, especially for those who had ob- 
served them from their youth. The Jews were zealous for 
the law proportion the ardor their nature. The 
apostle himself complied with some the Jewish forms. 
But they were longer obligatory, when the purpose for 
which they were instituted was served, and the reality which 
they prognosticated was come. therefore tacitly permits 
their observance such were attached them from long 
habit free choice. But refuses admit this observance 
morally binding those who have Christ the sub- 
stance which they are but the shadow. this gentle 
way must these Mosaic rites allowed pass into disuse. 
learn from this admonition that ceremonial forms, 
even divine appointment, are secondary importance 
moral principles. This maxim constantly insisted upon 
the Old Testament. Saul pleaded that the best 
the sheep and the oxen taken the expedition against 
were spared, contrary the express command 
God, only that the people might offer sacrifice unto the 
Lord their God, Samuel made the indignant retort: Hath 
the Lord great delight burnt-offerings and sacrifices 
the voice the Lord? Behold, obey better 
than sacrifice, and hearken than the fat rams” Sam. 
When our Lord wished rebuke the formalism 
the scribes and brought before them 
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unnoticed, not unknown, saying ancient prophet: 
For desired mercy, and not and the knowledge 
God more than burnt-offerings” (Hos. vi. 
and the knowledge God are the fundamental principles 
all moral and evangelical truth. The acknowledgement 
and acceptance these form the right intents and motives 
the worshipper presenting his sacrifice burnt- 
offering. These are essential right understanding 
between God and the soul, with without the shadow 
the great propitiation which Christ has made; and without 
these sacred motives, culminating faith towards the Re- 
deemer and repentance towards the Father, neither the 
shadow nor the substance can any avail for the sal- 
vation the soul. 

11. follows, moreover, that who has Christ and all 
the benefits redemption does not need observe those 
rites which were shadow these while yet come. Now 
that the archetype all these types come, the example

Such being the expansive freedom with which 
words are applied scripture, strange that the children 
the book should have often become the slaves the 
letter and the abettors and enforcers rigid and unmeaning 
formality. Such were the Pharisees their conception and 
practical observance the sabbath. They objected the 
plucking few ears corn the way for the appeasing 
hunger breach the sabbath rest. answer the 
outward and mechanical view which prompted their censure 
his disciples, our Lord unfolds the true relation the 
sabbath man the following remarkable statement: 
“The sabbath was made for man, and not man for the sab- 
bath: therefore the Son Man Lord also the sabbath.” 
here enunciates principle, and draws inference 
from it. 

15. The principle is, that the sabbath was made for man, 
not man for the sabbath. The first thought that strikes 
this statement the dignity man. The sabbath was 
made for man. The sabbath was only means; man was 
the end. When reflect that this was the day which 
God rested from all his work which had created and 
made, understand that had right everlasting re- 
membrance the annals time. When remember 
that blessed the seventh day, and hallowed it, become 
aware the importance and sacredness which attached 
the day. But all this serves only enhance the dignity 
man, for whom, are informed, this hallowed day was 
made. This is, however, only single instance the dignity 
that belongs man. The six day’s creation was merely 
preparation for his entrance upon the sphere being. 
The gleaming forth light; the arrangement the at- 
mosphere; the emerging the dry land and clothing 
with mantle living green; the periodic times and in- 
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fluences the sun, moon, and stars; the peopling sea, 
air, and land with fish, fowl, and this was but 
the orderly fitting and furnishing earth for the habita- 
tion man. But when back his origin, arrive 
the true source his dignity. And God said, Let 
make man our image, after our likeness. ..... God 
created man his own image; the image God created 
him.” Now, God Spirit; and hence man, who 
created his image, spirit, having the faculties 
will, and power; capable penetrating into 
the nature and design all things around him, compre- 
hending his own being and powers, and apprehending 
and revering the eternal Author his existence. When 
contemplate, therefore, the grandeur and glory man’s 
original nature, not wonder that the earth and all its 
inhabitants were formed the sphere his dominion, 
and that the sabbath itself, the weekly commemoration 
the six days’ creation, was also made for man. 

16. The next point that comes out the consideration 
this passage the perpetuity the sabbath. The sabbath 
was made for man him who made man, and knew his 
inmost nature and real wants. While, therefore, man exists 
is, the sabbath must coexist with him. was not 
expedient, adopted for particular phase his 
called into existence special emergency, framed 
part peculiar designed for chosen race. 
was institution made for man the origin his being, 
antecedent the fall, the propagation his race, the dis- 
persion his posterity throughout the earth, and the forma- 
tion the nations and polities after times. Hence 
manifest that the sabbath long man. 
who made man knew his whole nature, the whole course 
his development, the laws which was regulated, and 
the results which tended and made the sabbath for 
man. the sabbath simply perpetual the race. 
Hence finds its place the ten commandments, which 
are compend the moral law adapted its present form 
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man long the flesh. And the nature the 
sabbath have found adapted, not the physical 
wants the inferior animals, but the rational and re- 
ligious nature man. long, therefore, man remains 
the conditions his earthly existence, long, least, 
must the sabbath continue law his life. Nothing 
could more plainly the perpetuity the sabbath. 

And are not overlook the negative statement, And 
not man for the sabbath.” this had been the case, the 
sabbath might have been rigid, unbending rule, which 
the free-agency rational man should have been forcibly 
mechanically conformed. This would -have been pre- 
posterous arrangement, utterly opposed reason and pro- 
priety, subjecting the moral the physical, and ushering 
that bondage the will the outward form which the 
Pharisees were held captive, and leaving scope for the 
free play the moral and susceptible nature man the 
works necessity and mercy. Such order things 
could not come from the fountain reason and freedom. 
This negative form the relation man the sabbath 
added for the sake contrast, clearness, and emphasis. 

17. The inference which the Lord draws from the prin- 
ciple this: Therefore the Son Man Lord also 
the the sabbath made for man, then 
some extent lord also over the sabbath. the dominion 
over the fish the sea, the fowl the air, and the beast 
the land has been committed him, also has the due 
control the sabbath been assigned him the possessor 
reason. cannot change the nature the in- 
ferior animals, neither can alter the principle the 
sabbath. not liberty neglect profane the day 
rest any worldly employment recreation. But, 
the sabbath was made for his good, free work 
necessity mercy this day rest. The moral law 
mercy, case necessity, prevails, for the occasion, over 
the positive law restraint from all the business this life. 
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therefore the Son Man, Lord also the sabbath.” 
The Son Man has twofold authority over the sabbath. 
man has the discretionary power, already noticed, 
performing deed mercy necessity this day. But 
the Son Man here phrase peculiar meaning. 
employed our Lord, conscious being the Son God, 
intimate that has now been born woman, and 
become the Son Man, for the purpose recovering the 
rights that man had lost through the fall, fulfilling all 
righteousness, and submitting the penalty death. The 
Son Man was therefore emphatic and highly significant 
phrase which the Son God was designated when 
became manifest the flesh. this higher character 
was therefore Lord the sabbath higher sense. was 
therefore competent for him not only allow works 
necessity and mercy, legitimate deviation from the 
strict letter the sabbatic rule, but make such alteration 
regarding the day the altered state the human race 
might require. There was fundamental change the 
nature man calling for any modification the law the 
day. But event transcendent importance was occur 
the seventh day, that would render unsuitable 
any more the sabbath rest; and events corresponding 
magnitude were take place the first day the week, 
marking out the most suitable day for the sabbath 
all subsequent time. undeniable that the Son God, 
whom hath appointed heir all things, whom also 
made the ages, and none but he, has authority make this 
change the day. 

18. Having laid down these fundamental principles, let 
review the history the first day the week, recorded 
scripture. The first all first days the week was the 
first the six days creation. this day God said, 
Let there light, and there was light. And God saw the 
light that was good; and God divided the light from the 
darkness. And God called the light day, and the darkness 
called night. And the evening and the morning were 
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the first day.” This day, then, illustrious the first day 
which light shone the world man. spectator 
who had never witnessed such sight before, the process 
must have been inexpressibly grand. the stately march 
twenty-four hours, the midnight darkness, with slow, 
imperceptible steps, gave way the dawning light, 
increased more and more the perfect day; which, after 
waxing brightness till the noon, again gradually waned 
until the evening, when the twilight with the same lingering 
pace retreated before the returning darkness. From that 
day this the same sublime panorama has been passing 
before our eyes. But the unceasing reiteration prevents 
from exciting any feeling astonishment our minds. 

will remembered that Jesus said: the light 
the world; that followeth shall not walk darkness, 
but shall have the light (John viii. also 
called the Sun Righteousness, that ariseth with healing 
his wings. And the church summoned the light 
the world the significant words: Arise, for thy 
light come, and the glory the Lord risen upon thee.” 
Christ the light truth and life—the moral and quickening 
light, which the physical light, called into manifestation 
the first day, the most appropriate emblem. 

19. The next first day the week have notice 
that mentioned Lev. xxiii. 11. The children Israel 
were directed bring sheaf the first fruits the harvest 
unto the priest. this written: And shall wave 
the sheaf before the Lord accepted for you: the 
morrow after the sabbath the priest shall wave The 
sabbath here mentioned the sabbath the feast un- 
leavened bread, which lasted seven days, and therefore must 
have included sabbath. Now, the morrow after the sab- 
bath the first day the week; and, accordingly, this 
day the wave-sheaf barley was offered and accepted for the 
people. 

The sheaf barley the symbol life. implies, 
therefore, righteousness, the ground acceptance, and 
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therefore the right and the enjoyment life. the 
influence sun and shower, the seed cast into the ground 
strikes root, and puts forth the stalk, the ear, and the full 
corn the ear. This lively emblem higher life. 
Now, John says the Word: him was life, and the life 
was the light This connects the first day with 
that Gen. The Lord himself says: the way 
and the truth and the The wave-sheaf therefore 
emblem Christ, the righteousness and the life, well 
the light, men. 

20. The next first day the week the day 
called the feast weeks, which instituted the following 
terms: shall count unto you from the morrow 
after the sabbath, from the day that brought the sheaf 
the wave-offering, seven sabbaths shall complete; even 
unto the morrow after the seventh sabbath shall number 
fifty days; and shall offer new meat-offering unto the 
Lord. shall bring out your habitations two wave- 
loaves two tenth deals; they shall fine flour; they 
shall baken with leaven; they are the first fruits unto 
the Lord.” These wave-loaves are wheaten flour. They 
are presented the end the grain harvest. The offering 
longer the raw material, but the manufactured product, 
baken and ready for the table. The one sheaf now 
replaced also the two loaves, indicating double measure 
the same blessing its full perfection. For the feast 
weeks the consummation that unleavened bread, and 
the two loaves are evidently like significance with the 
one sheaf, though more advanced stage. These two 
loaves are presented the morrow after the seventh sab- 
bath, and therefore the first day the week. 

Here, again, have very striking emblem life, 
that which sustains life. Now, Jesus says expressly 
himself: the bread the living,” life-giving 
bread. The two loaves are not unsuitable denote the 
twofold life which the life the soul and the 


life the body. raises from bodily death all those 
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whom raised from spiritual death. the resur. 
rection and the life.” 

21. Passing from the Old the New Testament, meet 
with still more remarkable events distinguishing the first 
day the week. Let first call mind the unparalleled 
event that which was properly the last seventh-day sab- 
bath. Our Lord, are aware from history, was crucified 
the sixth day the week, which was this year the 
first day unleavened bread. was, therefore, day 
partial, not total, rest, which servile work was 
done, though the ordinary routine business 
suspended. the following day was the sabbath, and that 
high day, because was the week unleavened bread, 
the body Jesus was taken down from the cross 
-sixth day, wrapped the linen clothes which Joseph 
Arimathea had purchased, and hastily laid his new tomb 
before sunset, that the sabbath might not needlessly 
broken. And so, during all that live-long Jewish sabbath- 
day the Lord life lay under the power death. That 
was the only full day during which his body was imprisoned 
the tomb. 

manifest that this day was longer fitted the 
day rest, peace, joy, blessed memory, liberty. 
The Lord life and glory now lay shrouded the death 
and dishonor the grave. This day henceforth only 
day unrest, darkness, mourning, terror, and 
constraint. And observed that the event that has 
now taken place least co-ordinate importance with 
that which occurred the first seventh day. God 
rested from the work the six days’ creation, which the 
crowning achievement was the creation man. Now, the 
Son God, whom all things were created, that are 
heaven and that are earth, visible and invisible, whether 
they thrones dominions principalities powers, has 
fallen under the power death, propitiation for the 
sins the whole world fallen man. Beyond all question, 
the latter great, not greater, event than the former. 
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Whatever the former did glorify the day, the latter has 
done cover with dishonor. This obviously sufficient 
reason for the change the day rest. And, point 
fact, the seventh-day sabbath was now abrogated. 

22. come now the morrow after the sabbath, the 
first day the week. the morning the women, 
who had been the constant attendants Jesus, were the 
sepulchre perform the last rites friendship the de- 
ceased, which had been deferred account the sabbath. 
And, behold, there was great earthquake for the angel 
the Lord descended from heaven, and came and rolled 
back the stone from the door, and sat upon it. His counte- 
nance was like lightning, and his raiment white snow; 
and for fear him the keepers did shake, and became 
dead men. And the angel answered and said unto the 
women, Fear not; for know that seek Jesus, who 
was crucified. not here; for RISEN.” Mary 
Magdalene, after bearing the first message which brought 
Peter and John the sepulchre, returned and lingered, 
weeping, and length looked into the tomb and found 
empty. turning back disconsolate, she “saw Jesus 
standing, and knew not that was Jesus. said unto 
her, Woman, why weepest thou? Whom seekest thou? 
She, supposing him the gardener, saith unto him, Sir, 
thou have borne him hence, tell where thou hast laid 
him, and will take him away. Jesus saith unto her, 
Mary,” his wonted tone, and she recognized the Lord. 
“Jesus saith unto her, Touch not; for not yet 
ascended Father; but brethren, and say 
unto them, ascend unto Father and your Father, and 
God and your now made his immediate 
appearance before his Father, and was accepted for his 
people. 

Here are bear mind that this was the morrow 
after the sabbath the passover week (Lev. xxiii. 11), 
which the wave-sheaf was presented the Lord.

23. Another first day the week now comes before us, 
equal significance with the day resurrection. This 
day pentecost. have already seen that the feast 
was the morrow after the seventh sabbath from 
the sabbath the passover and, the seven wecks 
amount forty-nine days, this morrow the fiftieth day, 
that is, the pentecost. Hence the pentecost was always 
the first day the week. this day the apostles were 
all with one accord one place. And suddenly there came 
sound from heaven, rushing, mighty wind, and 
filled all the house where they were sitting. And there 
appeared unto them cloven tongues, like fire, and 
sat upon each them; and they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began speak with other tongues, the 
Spirit gave them utterance.” this the disciples 
were weak, ignorant, unlearned, wavering, and contentious. 
Peter denied the Lord thrice, and when their Master was 
seized criminal, they all forsook him and fled. But 
now they are brave, enlightened, mighty the scriptures, 
resolute, preachers the word, speaking the tongues 
all who heard them the wonderful works God; and Peter 
—the hasty, rash, impetuous, inconstant Peter preaches 
the first sermon, which three thousand believed and were 
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baptized, and “continued steadfastly the apostles’ doc- 
trine and fellowship, and breaking bread, and 

Now, let mark what this means. Jesus, having shown 
himself alive after his passion many infallible proofs, 
being seen the apostles forty days, and speaking the 
things pertaining the kingdom God, while they beheld, 
was taken up, and received him out their sight. 
had said: Comforter will come unto you...... And 
when come will the world,..... 
more.” now gone his Father, and they see him 
more, which proof that had finished his 
since, otherwise, would have been sent back finish it, 
and they would have seen him once more. now fur- 
nishes still more striking proof that has been accepted 
and endowed with all power heaven and For, 
according his promise, sends the Comforter from 
heaven the day pentecost give life and power the 
assembled apostles for the evangelization the world. 

This was the day which the two wave-loaves were pre- 
sented the Lord. And after had completed the 
demonstration his resurrection, and conveyed his last 
instructions his apostles, Jesus ascended finally into 
heaven. And now, after the short interval 
great High-Priest, being also the Lamb the bread 
life, his all-prevalent intercession has obtained and 
sent down the Holy Spirit the Quickener and Com- 
forter the apostles and the church the latter ages. 
thus the holder and dispenser twofold life. 
now adds the life regeneration the life redemption. 
And hence fitly represented the two loaves wheaten 
flour, denoting the completeness that life salvation 
which contained him. the preaching the inspired 
apostle the Holy Ghost begets faith Jesus Christ and 
repentance toward God, the two fruits the new birth, 
thousands anxious souls.

24. Let now turn our attention the practice the 
apostles regarding the first day the week. The ten met 
together the evening the first day, when Jesus, having 
that morning risen from the dead, stood the midst 
them, and said: Peace unto you.” Again, after 
days, that is, the next first day the week, they were 
again assembled, and Thomas with them; and Jesus stood 
the midst them, before, and said: Peace unto 
you. Then saith Thomas, Reach hither thy finger, 
and behold hands; and reach hither thy hand, and 
thrust into side; and not faithless, but believing. 
And Thomas answered and said unto him, Lord and 
God.” Itis not improbable, from the expressions, Being 
assembled together,” and When they were come 
that the day the ascension was the first day the week, 
especially this case there would precisely forty days 
between the resurrection and the ascension (Acts 6). 
so, there would curious significance the verse: 
returned they unto Jerusalem from the mount called 
Olivet, which from Jerusalem sabbath-day’s journey.” 
But not press this. the day pentecost, however, 
which was the first day the week, they were all, again, 
with one accord one place. And this occasion the 
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Holy Spirit descended upon them. two things are 
noted: First, that the apostles were wont meet this 
day, and next, that two these occasions Jesus appeared 
them, and the third the Holy Ghost descended them 
both these events their meeting that day was sanc- 
tioned and approved. 

Advancing, the Acts the Apostles, meet with the 
following passage: And sailed away from Philippi, after 
the days unleavened bread, and came unto them Troas 
five where abode seven days. And upon the 
first day the week, when the disciples came together 
break bread, Paul preached unto them, ready depart 
the (Acts xx. 6,7). Now, this the same Paul 
who supposed have announced the absolute cessation 
sabbath rest. find him here abiding one place 
seven days, which evidently week, interval between 
one holy convocation and another. And the first day 
the week the disciples come together break bread, and 
Paul preaches unto them. have thus record four 
clear instances the custom assembling for 
the first day the week. 

Moreover, the custom assembling for worship noticed 
again and again the writings this Paul. 
Cor. xi. praises the brethren, because they keep the 
ordinances (vs. delivered them them; and 
goes speak the proprieties public worship, and 
incidentally praying, prophesying, and singing, and re- 
peatedly their regularly coming together for these exer- 
cises into one place Cor. xi. 17, 18, 20, 33, 34; 
xiv. 23, 26; Heb. Now, impossible come 
together statedly, unless there set time, well place, 
assembly. then, have day holy convocation 
all the dwellings the people, which they engaged 
prayer, praise, reading, and expounding the scriptures. 
the same Epistle the Corinthians expressly mentions 
the day meeting: Upon the first day the week let 
every one you lay him store God hath prospered 
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him, that there gatherings when Cor. xvi. 
2). might not called the sabbath, because, common 
parlance, the seventh day was still called’ that name. 
But became, all intents and purposes, the sabbath 
the New Testament church.

The experience the past has proved all thoughtful 
men that the sabbath was made for man, and therefore per- 
petual its obligation. unspeakable boon the 
sons toil care. the touchstone nation’s piety. 
And the spirituality, intelligence, and efficiency church 
rise proportion the degree which remembers the 
sabbath-day keep holy. Like the fifth commandment, 
has its promise. “If thou turn away thy foot from the 
sabbath, from doing thy pleasure holy day, and ‘call 
the sabbath delight, the holy the Lord honorable; and 
shalt honor it, not doing thine own ways, nor finding thine 
own pleasure, nor speaking thine own words, then shalt 
thou delight thyself the Lord; and will cause thee 
ride upon the high places the earth, and feed thee with 
the heritage Jacob thy father; for the mouth the Lord 
hath spoken 
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his first epistle, presents Christ’s life penetrat- 
ing humanity and manifesting itself therein growth 
vitalized that life and having its character; the vital 
force seed penetrates inorganic nature and creates 
growth its The eternal life which was with 


the Father his Son; him, the Word Life, 


manifested men. that hath the Son hath the life, 
and participating his life, like him. The life penetrat- 
ing human history, creates growth after its kind. That 
life God light, and unfolds man light, and 
humanity love, excluding all selfishness and 
God absolute purity, and among men whosoever hath 
this hope him purifieth himself even pure, this 
life entering the human heart effects new birth; and 
whosoever born God doth not commit sin, for his seed 
remaineth him, and cannot sin because born 
God.” The which the apostle insists 
more than communion meditation and worship par- 
ticipation the life that was Christ, plant participates 
the life the seed. The apostle proceeds teach that 
the Holy Spirit that Christ abides us. The criterion 
which discern the Spirit God that the Spirit 
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Christ, confesses him the life the world, and creates 
outgrowth the life that him. 

Since the life that was Christ thus penetrating and 
vitalizing humanity, must manifest itself effects which 
can historically traced. some form the kingdom 
heaven must reveal itself human history rising from the 
ruins humanity and shaping itself its divine beauty. 
Somewhere must appear the living tree into which the mus- 
tard-seed growing. Goethe calls nature the living gar- 
ment which always weaving for Deity the whizzing loom 
time, and which see him. the kingdom heaven, 
forming itself human history, the garment which God 
weaving which see him the Redeemer and the 
life men. 

The more spiritual and profound historians the church 
recognize the manifestation this divine life flowing 
into human history. But thisis true the organized church 
only with important qualifications. life must manifest 
itself organization but the organization neither the 
only nor the complete exponent the life. The kingdom 
heaven organizing rather than organized. creates 
for itself organization, yet the kingdom heaven not 
the organization, but rather the life which produces it. The 
life which creates the organization, penetrates and purifies 
also the family and the state, renovates individuals, and 
blooms and fructifies Christian civilizations; and these 
also are its historical manifestations. Always the kingdom 
heaven within you. the variously organized churches 
history, without doubt, the life has been revealed and or- 
ganized. But one has been the only and complete out- 
growth and manifestation the life. The kingdom Christ 
neither identical nor co-extensive with them. 

These qualifications must kept mind proceed 
consider the church the organic outgrowth human 
history the life that Christ. 

There are two maxims which express what essential 
the two conflicting theories the church. The first is: 
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Where the Spirit God is, there the church.” The 
second is: Where the church is, there the Spirit God.” 
All organizations the church fall into two classes, accord- 
ing they express the one the other these principles. 

According the first these principles, the Spirit God 
always originating and sustaining the new spiritual life, 
and the church the constant and spontaneous development 
this spiritual life into outward organization. The Spirit 
and life are primary and originant; the organization secon- 
dary and dependent. The church not perpetuated the 
cohesiveness the organization, but the indwelling 
Spirit. Christianity introduced into heathen country, 
those whom the Spirit renews become church through 
their fellowship one with another that new life. Ifin any 
country the church becomes corrupt, any whom God’s 
Spirit renews, withdraw from the corrupt organization and 
originate the visible church anew. The organization, for- 
saken the longer church, but carcass 
needing buried. The organization developed from the 
pre-existing life and perpetuated the vitalizing and ever- 
present Spirit subordinate the life, and exists pro- 
mote the edification its members and facilitate the 
performance their Christian work. 

According the second principle, the church came forth 
organization from Christ’s hand stand unchanged 
the end time. The organization the vehicle through 
which God’s grace and Spirit are conveyed men. The 
organization primary and originant, the Spirit and life 
secondary and dependent. The organization perpetuates 
itself its own strength and cohesiveness. Christianity 


introduced heathen land, the church must 


ported. the church becomes corrupt, true may 
try reform it; but withdraw from schism. The 
life subordinate the organization. The church stands 
between the individual convey God’s grace 
him its action his behalf. And the church, speaking 
officially, infallible, and its dicta binding, the voice 
God, every individual’s conscience. 
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The first these conceptions the church from Christ. 
The second historically from heathenism. The Christian 
church, first constituted Christ willed, gradually took 
into itself the principle Roman imperialism and was cor- 
rupted into hierarchy. Romanism the logical result. 
Protestantism acknowledges the first principle. Yet Congre- 
gationalism the only polity which carries out the principle, 
Where the Spirit God there the its 
legitimate results. 

the light this maxim, consider, next, some details, 
what the true idea the church the outgrowth hu- 
man history the life which was Christ and manifested 


among men. 


The Spirit acts primarily Individuals, and the Life 
manifests itself primarily them. 

The divine action redemption directed primarily upon 
individuals, and not upon organizations and institutions. 
not diffused daylight, all-pervading electricity, acting 
equally and indefinitely society such, through institu- 
tions, public sentiment, and the spirit the age, and lifting 
society mass higher level. Its aim not primarily 
the promotion general culture, and refinement, and the 
advancement civilization. the direct action God 
individuals bring them into reconciliation with him- 
self. Redemption aims save souls. becoming fash- 
ionable some circles ridicule this phrase. writer 
leading Review has even said that the idea missions 
save souls” becoming obsolete. The phrase, like any 
other, may degenerate into cant. But rightly understood 
the doctrine Christianity, that redeeming grace acting 
human history save souls. Christ came save the 
lost.” The faithful saying and worthy all acceptation 
is, that Christ came save They who are offen- 
ded this are offended Christianity itself. 

This individualism attaches the redemptive agency 


all its forms. Christ tasted death for every man the sin- 
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gular number, the distributive pronoun. The attraction 
the cross fastens immediately every soul, the attraction 
the sun fastens with undivided power every planet. 
Every one invited equal intimacy with God, each the 
secrecy his own closet. Every Christian, born the 
Spirit, the child God and not removed any interven- 
ing agency remoter relationship. Justification faith 
gives every sinner free access God without priestly 
mediation. 

Accordingly the Spirit represented the Bible dwel- 
ling the individual, not the church. The temple 
God, which Paul admonishes the Corinthians not defile, 
not the organic church, but the body the individual. 

Thus Christianity characterized intense individualism. 
This has originated the individualism which characterizes 
modern political institutions. But all experience confirms, 
what reason teaches, that political welfare not attainable 
that one-sided individualism which prompts every one 
regard only his own liberty and rights. This individu- 
alism which identical with selfishness. must supple- 
mented regard society. And remarkable that, 
while Christianity teaches intense individualism, insists 
individual responsibility, duty, and love, rather than in- 
dividual liberty and rights. Thus,while vitalizing the grand 
movement society against oppression and slavery, and 
favor equal rights, supplies the needed check sel- 
fishness and the needed impetus live for others and 
guard and promote the interests society. 


II. Organized Association Persons Re- 
newed the Holy Spirit. 

This follows directly from the principle, Where the 
Spirit is, there the church.” When Christ’s sheep hear 
his voice and follow him, they are thereby separated from 
others and united Christ; and their union with Christ 


and following him, united also cach other. Thus

effectually called Christ his voice speaking through the 
Holy Spirit. They are united not force external au- 
thority, nor the tie birth; but their free act 
and covenant the fellowship their common faith 
Christ, and the common character, and aims their 
new spiritual life.

The church, organization thus constituted, neces- 
sarily made its appearance soon Christianity began 
prevail. And the principles thus organized the churches 


tended pass over into the constitution the 


state. 

Allusion has been already made the intense individualism 
Christianity. This embodied the church. The indi- 
vidual the unit the organization. This was contrary 
the conception society universally prevalent when the 
first Christian churches were established. The heathen 
conception society emphasizes the race, rather than the 
individual. begins with the race, and proceeds down- 
wards the individual; begins with institutions, and 
proceeds downwards the men who live under and gor 
them. heathen society the individual lost the mass; 
the individuals exist the planets did when dissolved and 
lost the nebulous matter diffused through space; not, 
now, the solar system, moving their individuality har- 
moniously under law. was epoch when, society 
thus constituted, the apostolic church appeared, 
tution embodying the Christian idea the worth and rights 
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association individuals every caste, rank, 
and race, born, not blood, nor the will the flesh, 
nor the will man, but God.” the church the 
king subject, the master and his slave, the nobleman 
and the peasant, stand level, having equal rights its 
privileges, equal vote the management its affairs, and 
equal eligibility its offices. Such institution could not 
flourish, retaining its purity, such state society, 
without coming into conflict with it, diffusing new ideas, 
and gradually infusing its own principles into the consti- 
tution the state and the usages society. 

Such has been the historical fact. the very beginning 
the propagation Christianity find Peter and John 
arraigned before the Sanhedrim declaring the rights 
conscience, and announcing the principle which has ever 
since underlain the martyrdoms and conflicts for liberty 
conscience and the rights man against oppression. Even 
amid Roman imperialism, the churches retained their primi- 
tive constitution for time. After being corrupted and 
consolidated taking into itself the imperial idea, the 
church long retained features its original constitution 
the election bishops, holding its offices open men 
every degree, its steady and successful opposition 
slavery, affording through all the reign violence 
asylum for the oppressed, its action through the Middle 
Ages the interest human rights against the tyranny 
the secular rulers, and its attitude adjudicator 
wrongs appeal justice and law antagonism 
the brute force and bloody lawlessness the feudal barons. 
People willingly appealed tribunals that recognized law 
the authority God against lords who decided every- 
thing the sword; and this way the growing hierarchy 
was encouraged its usurpations authority. Even 
the theological writings the Middle Ages are found distinct 
traces the modern doctrine the the people 
against oppressive 


1“A man bound obey secular rulers only far justice requires. 
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After the Reformation, the same principle reasserted itself. 
The church was organized association persons, and 
with the recognition personal rights. The principle passed 
from the church into the state. Geneva became the seed- 
plot liberty.” Subsequently the Puritan churches more 
completely transferred the principle their own organization 
into the Puritan state. 

Thus the principle the organization the church, 
association persons united the fellowship 
common life, common interests and ends, and common 
law, went out into human thinking, and became power 
‘civilization, loosing the bond race and force with which 
society had been bound Satan, bowed down and nowise 
able lift itself during all the centuries. The state 
longer race united common descent, and holding 
down subject races force; but people, whatever 
locality, united common interests under law; and the 
jurisprudence Christendom assumes government, 
whatever its form, rests ultimately the consent the 
people. Even the doctrine the “social elabo- 
rated the Jesuit Suarez, taught Locke, Sidney, and 
Rousseau, and terribly declared the first French Revo- 
lution, recognition and distorted expression this truth. 

Perhaps may not going too far say that the con- 
stitution the church association regenerate 
persons has furnished important principle political 
and social progress. antagonism the heathen 
conception, which regards the man subordinate his 
institutions, and which looks primarily change insti- 
tutions for the improvement the man. The same the 
error modern opposition this error, 
the church embodies the principle, which all experience

actual improvement the individuals composing society. 
strong and virtuous people insure strong and just govern 
ment. 


The second maxim: Where the church is, there the 
Spirit,” gives the contrary conclusions. The child re- 
regenerated baptism the opus operatum the church 
its behalf. thus born into the church, and thence- 
forward governed enforced authority. afterwards the 
baptized person deviates from the faith, disobeys the 
commands the church, subject inquisitorial tor- 
ments and death. Thus the old principle despotism 
becomes the principle the church itself; and the power 
which was working redeem the world becomes imprisoned 
iron arm that smites and kills. 


III. The Church Organization Subordinate the 
Life. 

The organization the outgrowth the life. 

Man, virtue his rationality, organizer. 
God expresses his thoughts worlds and systems, man 
expresses his thoughts cities, states, institutions. 
man who forms his institutions, not the institutions which 
form the man. Christian faith and love create Christian 
institutions. The new Christian life displaces the old, and 
creates all things new. The church, organization, 
the outgrowth the life. may said the organiza- 
tion the life, the mustard-plant the organization 
the life the mustard-seed. 

The organization exists for the ends purposes 
the life. 

The conception spiritual persons united fellowship 
their oneness with Christ for the purpose mutual edifi- 
cation and helpfulness Christian life and work. This 
incompatible with the conception church that should 
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absorb the individual the society, its organization 
come down him suppress crush 
The conception church requires that its organization 
and its organic action emphasize and develop the individual 
personality. exists for the very purpose subserving 
the spiritual life, growth, and power its members. 
must not be, therefore, organization massive 
oppress the life, but consonant with the life help it, 
trellis sustains and helps the vine. 

Accordingly the growth, power, and prosperity church 
are proportional the degree which calls out its indi- 
vidual members spiritual life and activity. becomes 
only receptacle, taking and holding its members 
dead things, thenceforth only whited full 
dead men’s bones. 

The church not mediatorial. does not stand 
between man and God, bring the divine blessing from 
heaven its sacraments and the opus operatum its 
service. 

The subordination the organization the life neces- 
sarily involves the three characteristics just mentioned, and 
necessary inference from the principle: Where the 
Spirit is, there the church.” 


From the church this idea the subordination organ- 
ization the life has penetrated human thought respecting 
political and social institutions. When Christ came, the 
iniquity the world was full. that time religious 
faith was withered, and scepticism had attained its greatest 
power and widest dominion, the principle government 
force had reached the Roman empire its consumma- 
tion. The Western nations were ruled under military 
despotism the will one man, and held his hand for 
his own personal use and enjoyment. The people, educated 
through many generations under the reign force, had lost 
the capacity refinement feeling and the enjoyment 
the gentle and kindly emotions, which were displaced 
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ferocity and blood-thirstiness, that even theatrical spec- 
tacles were insipid not spectacles blood. 

the midst this civilization the Christian church 
appears, like dewdrop, silent and unseen from 
the air. makes direct assault existing institutions, 
Not claiming the sword, which rightfully belongs the civil 
ruler, can only stand the presence the great organiza- 
tions embodying the power the strongest, and let its 
presence its work, educating the world to. understand 
that institutions are the outgrowth human thought and 
life, and that they can never right and salutary till they 
embody truth, justice, and love, and not selfishness grasping 
and ruling force. introduced Christian charity 
power civilization. taught men self-sacrifice 
The Roman slavery passed away before it. last the con- 
ception embodied the Christian church when first stood 
the civilization the Roman empire, like dewdrop 
trembling leaf, has created new conception political 
and institutions and new civilization. Man 
longer regarded existing for institutions forced upon him; 
but institutions exist for man, and are the creation his 
thought and life. like manner, the church has educated 
man the true method securing the progress man and 
the reorganization society. not immediately 
assailing institutions, change institutions would 
recreate the man; but new creating the man, that may 
cast away institutions longer fitting him, and create new. 

has been the great mistake the education the race 
believe that there safety for man except ex- 
ternal and superior power restrained and constrained, 
and institutions and rules are framed and put him, into 
conformity with which his thought and life must grow. 
But the words Milton are always true: 

Who overcomes 
force, hath overcome but half his foe.” 

There real progress, except men accept truth 

conviction, conform their lives Christian love, and 
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freely embody their Christian thought and love insti- 
tutions. the truth evermore embodied and expressed 
the Christian church. Fearful forebodings agitate some 
minds, whether republican government will not prove 
failure, and men are discussing what will the political 


constitution the future. But all experience teaching 


and emphasizing the doctrine Christianity, that the true 
order human advancement from the individual the 
organic, and not the that the grand requisite 
educate the people knowledge and true piety. 
ignorant, selfish, irreligious people will fail under any gov- 
ernment. intelligent and Christian people cannot miss 
wise and beneficent government. 


All this reversed the other maxim: Where the 
church is, there the Spirit.” gives the organization 
first, the life created and flowing from it; the organiza- 
tion externally and authoritatively established, and exter- 
nally and authoritatively imposed men, cramping, con- 
fining, crushing them its own rigid form; the individual 
existing for the organization, and used for its purposes. 
makes the church organization the mediator between 
God and man. The Spirit God and his redeeming grace 
are communicated only through it. The sinner cannot come 
God, nor God the sinner, except through it. Thus the 
church takes into itself the principles heathen civilization, 
which exalts the organization above individuals, and loses 
them the homogeneous pulp into which grinds them. 
The church becomes spiritual despotism, which suppresses 
the liberty wherewith Christ maketh free, dries the springs 
spiritual life, whence the freedom man must flow, and 
perverts the authority God and the sanctions the world 
unseen uphold oppression. 

curious fact the history the hierarchy that the 
inextinguishable truths Christianity find utterance it, 
but perverted and monstrous forms. For example, the 
hierarchical church denied the doctrine the divine right 
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kings and taught that civil rulers derive their right 
rule not immediately from God, but mediately. But did 
not teach that doctrine its true and Christian form, that 
the civil ruler derives his power from 
through the people, for whose good they are God’s ministers 
but through the church, which derives its authority imme- 
diately from God. For another example, the church insisted 
its own independence the civil ruler; denied that 
the spiritual power subject the civil, can rightfully 
coerced the sword; taught the separation the 
church from the state. The world owes the union church 
and state, not the papacy, but Henry VIII. the 
English Reformation. The pope, true, became tem- 
poral sovereign. But the function civil ruler was distinct 
from the function the papal supremacy; and theory 
his temporal sovereignty was always for the very purpose 
that the head the church might independent all 
civil rulers, and the church always separate from the 
state and independent it. the same time the church 
asserted its supremacy over the state, and compelled the use 
the sword the magistrate suppress heresy repudi- 
ated liberty conscience, and subjected not the actions only, 
but the very thoughts men spiritual inquisition and 
despotism. For another example, the church taught that 
the subjects king who was usurper, legitimate 
monarch who issued unjust commands, were not bound 
obey but such cases alone, its divine suprem- 
acy, could absolve the subjects from their allegiance. Again, 
the church opened asylum for the oppressed, 
their part against the violence the red-handed baron 
king; but subjected them itself worse tyranny. 
Thus the imperishable principles Christianity were asserted 
the darkest ages, but perverted and monstrous forms. 
The pure milk the word was changed into the gall 
bitterness. The church, the legitimate mother and nurse 
human liberty, became the harlot-mother and nurse 
monsters. This world-wide organization claimed the 
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only between God and the individual sinner, 
but between God and society itself, determining all political 
and social action and organization. 


IV. The Unity the Churches the Unity Fellowship 
the Spirit. 

The church local congregational, not national 
ecumenical. association Christians their own, 
covenant fellowship Christ for their mutual edification 
the Christian life and co-operation the Christian work. 
the maxim with which started and the principles already 
evolved from are correct, every such association 
Christian church. Whatever larger associations, national 
ecumenial, may formed, they cannot take away the church- 
character these local churches. 

church has authority govern. Government 
implies authority enact laws and enforce obedience 
them. the proper sense the word, there such 
thing church-government. The authority the church 
exhausted giving withholding fellowship. church 
must determine whether give fellowship any person 
this has governmental power whatever, neither legisla- 
tive, judicial, nor executive. cannot make laws nor en- 
force obedience. 

Accordingly our Saviour gives the church the power 
the keys, but withholds the power the sword. But the 
power the keys, the power opening and shutting, 
simply the power giving withholding fellowship. 
the other hand, the New Testament explicitly gives the 
state the power the sword, but withholds from the 


insist that the determination fellowship must left the con- 
science the individual claiming it; and that every person who claims 
Christian and every association claiming church, must received 
fellowship such. But the teaching the New Testament that the responsi- 
bility determining who shall received fellowship imposed the 
church, explicit. See Matt. xviii. 15-18; Cor. 4-13; Thess. iii. 14, 
15; Titus iii. 10; Rom. xiv. 1-3; 
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power the keys. The magistrate beareth not the sword 
vain.” The civil government exists maintain the 
peace and order society, protect the people their 
rights, and enforce justice penalty. For these ends 
intrusted with the sword. But not intrusted with 
the keys. has not authority determine who are entitled 
fellowship Christians, enact any law which pre- 
supposes that the state has determined that question, 
which its execution necessitates official discrimination 
between Christians and unbelievers. 

Here, through the Christian church, comes into human 
history principle which has become power civilization 
the separation church and state. principle was un- 
known heathen civilization, which was religious 
organization analogous the church, and civil and re- 
ligious functions were not entirely separate. its applica- 
tion does not mean that making, adjudicating, and exe- 
cuting laws, government exempt from obeying the law 
God. Government has right shut out the light Chris- 
tianity, and back and take heathen morality. 
means that the sphere government’s action secular. 
Whatever the laws institutions through which accom- 
plishes its ends, absolutely precluded from deciding who 
are entitled fellowship Christians. 

the other hand, the authority the church limited 
the determination fellowship, with power inflict 
any penalty those from whom withholds its fellowship. 
The purity the church perpetuated from generation 
generation the spiritual life and the indwelling Spirit. 
Spiritual things are spiritually discerned. Christ trusts 
the spiritual mind always his church discern that which 
spiritual, unite its own spiritual affinities with all 
which spiritual, and repel all that earthly, sensual, 
devilish.” the only possible preservation spiritual 
purity. The difference between the spiritual and its opposite 
can only spiritually discerned. When the preservation 
the purity the church intrusted the sword suppressing 
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heresy, the weight massive organization, ecu- 
menical councilsand standards faith them authoritatively 
decreed, these coarse and hard agencies not discriminate 
between spiritual truth and life and the opposite, but only 
between outward organizations. the Spirit always sus- 
tains the spiritual life, and the church the outgrowth 
the life, the spiritual church may trusted every genera- 
tion discern for itself that which spiritual. because 
the church spiritual that intrusted with the keys, and 
authorized open and shut. Christ alone openeth and 
man shutteth, and shutteth and man openeth. The act 
the church opening and shutting Christ’s act, only 
Christ the church quickening its spiritual discern- 
ment. The power the keys not given the church 
particular generation, but the church all generations. 
must confide God’s indwelling Spirit, and not imagine 
that must see everything, and bind everything fast for 
all coming time. The church former age had not power 
settle all questions fellowship deprive the 
church to-day the power the keys. The Comforter, 

Because the unity the church the unity the Spirit, 
and the authority the church limited determining 
fellowship, the action expended sustaining the organization 
and its machinery reduced minimum, and the com- 
bined energies the church have free course beneficent 
service. 

The national ecumenical unity the churches 
the unity the Spirit. has been already said that Chris- 
tians are spontaneously drawn into fellowship. also 
true that Christ requires them fellowship. This 
fellowship extend through the world, that all Christian 
churches may work together saving the world from sin. 
But this ecumenical union cannot ecumenical 
organization, but only fellowship the Spirit. Any 
union ecumenical organization incompatible with 


the fundamental principle church organization. The 
XXIX. No. 113. 
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Romish church constituted ecumenical organization. 
Its entire history has demonstrated that the differences 
among men are great that organization can never 
become ecumenical. has also demonstrated that such 
hierarchy. The same conclusions are necessary, from the 
nature the case. 

The method which the fellowship the churches 
shall determined not definitely and authoritatively 
prescribed the New Testament. 

primitive churches seem have determined their 
fellowship the natural method mutual acquaintance 
Christian work. This knowledge was extended remoter 
regions apostles and messengers the churches sent 
abroad various errands Christian work, Christians 
scattered persecution. This must always the primitive 
method, and always valid. church not its 
organization regularly brought into fellowship with other 
churches council, and yet, subsequently, its faith and 
works, demonstrates its Christian character, gradually ac- 
quires the confidence the churches, and recognized 
church.

This supplemented 
the Congregational conference, which, assuming the 
question fellowship already settled, and excluding 
all investigation it, union churches, already 
acknowledged fellowship with each other, solely for mutual 
help and co-operation the Christian life and work. This

Other methods, more complicated and imposing, may 
adopted without contravening the fundamental principle 
the ecclesiastical constitution.

Its pres- 
byteries, synods, and general assembly may conceived 
agencies for ascertaining and declaring the fellowship, 
and for making effective the union and co-operation the 
local churches. But this method too complicated and 
cumbersome become ecumenical issues continual 
cleavage into sections, even when aims only national.

Thus the Congregational 
church and necessarily undenominational, 
catholic, and Christian. cannot acknowledge church 
national ecumenical organization, the synod, assem- 
bly, convention, whatever may the complicated ma- 
chinery which local churches seek concentration and 
more imposing union. cannot acknowledge its own 
council conference achurch. But any organization, 
national ecumenical, any association churches, how- 
ever confederated, acknowledges the local churches which 
are thus united. The Congregational the primitive, apos- 
tolical church. takes into its constitution only the essen- 
tial elements the church. Christ did not institute 
apostolic church denomination, but the Christian 
church, fellowship with Christian churches every- 
its very constitution catholic. All who 
insist that human accretions this simple form are essential 
the set their national ecumenical 
organization the church, and refuse fellowship the 
church its simple and primitive form—are guilty 
schism. 


The Continuity Christ’s Kingdom History the 
Continuity the Spirit and Life, rather than the 
Organization. 

The tendency investigating religion now the his- 
toric method. The rationalism which develops religion from 
the personal consciousness, and resolves Christianity into 
philosophy and ethics, congenial age metaphysical 
speculation, and belongs period and type thinking 
which now passing away. The profoundest thought and 
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scholarship the day investigate religion historically. But 
the history Christianity did not end with the events 
recorded the New Testament. The redeeming grace, 
working humanity, creates for itself continuous history. 
The apologists for Christianity are not confine themselves 
the evidences the credibility and genuineness the 
Bible used the apologists the last century. The argu- 
ment now must take wider range. must show Chris- 
tianity power human history, evolving system 
truth the most satisfactory human reason exposition 
the relations God and man, and effecting process. 
renovation individuals and society, and Christianizing 
civilization, which, completed, will realize the highest 
well-being man. Christianity, what has accomplished, 
tends accomplish, and promises perfect, proves itself 
divine. When, some future age, the Christian idea 
the kingdom God shall realized society, and shall 
seen, tracing the history Christianity, that from the 
beginning had promised this result, and tended towards 
it, then Christianity will have wrought into history demon- 
stration its divine origin. 

What now say is, that the continuity this historical 
manifestation, far has yet proceeded, found the 
spirit and the life, rather than the outward organization. 

The organization itself expression the life. 
The church, organization distinct from the family and 
the state, peculiarity Christianity. The Greeks, 
Romans, and Egyptians, the Mahometans, Boodhists, and 
Brahmins, have religion, but not church. The very 
existence separated from the world fellow- 
ship new and spiritual life, and distinct from the state, 
peculiar and remarkable manifestation the divine life. 
humanity. Recall the characteristics this organization, 
the new principles embodied it, the revolution human

The 
Lord, who knoweth them who are his, has owned every 
association devout and spiritual worshippers church. 
Thus the church, even organization, has had historical 
continuity. was, indeed, times, hidden 
the real churches not even knowing themselves such, 
yet not the less When the Romanist asks: Where 
was your church before the Reformation?” the answer 
ready: was wherever those whom the Spirit had re- 
newed were associated spiritual fellowship according 
the words Jesus: Where two three are gathered to- 

But this continuity through the Spirit, more than 
through the organization. the church constituted 
according the maxim, Where the church is, there the 
Spirit,” then the divine action redemption culminated 
setting massive organization, which the Spirit 
imprisoned, like bird cage, and which stand 
unchanged through all generations; salvation only it, 
and all that done Christ’s doing. Then the history 
Christianity the history this organization; Chris- 
tianity responsible for its corruptions; the history 
Christianity becomes the history intolerance, persecution, 
corruption, oppression, and opposition human progress 
and history becomes perpetual refutation the claim 
Christianity from God. 

cannot accept this fatal doctrine. The church to- 
day not one with the apostolic churches the line apos- 
tolical succession, stretching without break through the 
dark ages, like the electric wire beneath the ocean, and 
transmitting the life Christ only the completeness 
the tactual connection. The historical continuity the 
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church, even organization, the continuity the life, 
always quickened the Spirit and organizing itself the 
church. The institution not perpetuated the tenacity 
the organization, cohering stretches through the 
centuries, but the organizing force the inward life; 
animal body not perpetuated the coherence its 
material, which always passing away, but the indwelling 
and ever-organizing vital force. 

Therefore Christianity not responsible for the abuses which 
have dishonored the history ecclesiastical organizations. 

While the church, its historical continuity 
organization, manifests history the continuous presence 
God’s redeeming grace and his kingdom, that mani- 
festation extends beyond the church purifying and trans- 
forming society. This like the diffused daylight, filling 
the atmosphere, which more than the sun’s direct rays 
manifests his light. This manifestation the clearer and 
more complete system doctrine evolved the thought 
and life the advancing ages; the broader, clearer, and 
more spiritual ethics; the higher tone the moral 
political institutions founded justice and human rights 
the pre-eminence philanthropy; the creation 
Christian civilization. 

The historical continuity such that the present 
always evolved from the past. While the Christian church 
does not, organization taking precedence the Spirit, 
impose the past unchangeable mould the present, 
yet does not cut the present adrift from the past. While 
the unity the Spirit, yet the same Spirit, advancing 
always the same truth and life, meeting with the same re- 
deeming grace the corruptions and perversions humanity 
the diverse forms which different ages they appear, 
and setting the same kingdom righteousness earth. 
the individual the child father the man,” 
the life the church the present the offspring the past. 

This may illustrated the Romish and the Protestant 
doctrines tradition. Tradition, its primitive form, was 
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held the unwritten teachings Christ and the apostles, 
preserved from generation generation, and promulgated 
the church. But tradition the Council Trent ex- 
plains it, includes also interpretations scripture which 
had been unanimously accepted the Fathers, and dogmas 
and rules which had received the sanction the church; 
and the whole rests ultimately the authority the 
church. This crude mass the Romish church imposes 
the thought and life the ages, the gods put Aetna 
Enceladus; and every turning and motion human thought 
beneath its load produces disturbance. The Prot- 
estant believes tradition; but tradition which ac- 
knowledges the written word its source, and appeals 
the sufficient rule faith and which itself 
the meaning the Bible, flows down through the ages 
the Christian consciousness the church, finds ex- 
pression the writings theologians, the creeds 
councils and churches, the teachings parents and 
pastors, the renovated Christian life, usages, 
tutions society, and the growth Christian civilization. 
Protestantism puts the Bible into every man’s hand read 
and interpret for himself; but comes with surer evidence, 
with richer meaning, with more diversified and far-reaching 
applications won from the thought and experience suc- 
cessive generations. “the meaning the Bible the 
the Bible itself comes down through the ages like 
river life, purifying, deepening, and broadening its waters 
flows. 

While the church has historical continuity, 
every generation immediately connected with Christ and 
his Spirit, was the first church ever planted. every 
generation receives the immediate light the 
tianity has received each generation anew. 
tianity never consolidated. Like light, heat, electricity, 
and vital force, perpetuated only acts, continues 
only perpetually renewed, must received afresh 
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every one who feels its power. old, and yet forever 
generation, the sun climbs the sky every day, and the 
stars every night, fresh and vigorous the earliest days. 
Hence the church its very organization adapted 
human progress; receptive it, and quickens it. 
not cast-iron organization, refusing all change and 
crushing all growth, but capable existing any condition 
society and under any human institutions. insists 
the free circulation the scriptures, the right private 
judgment, liberty conscience, the equal privilege all 
men have access God, justification faith. Hence 
trains its members alertness discover and receive 
whatever light may break forth from God’s word, sensi- 
bility whatever influences may come from the Spirit, 
keen spiritual discernment, and lively sense personal 
responsibility bring their own lives into conformity with 
God’s will, and much them lies establish his 
kingdom the earth. Hence always has the power 
revival and reformation, fire always has the power 
kindling. And whatever the intellectual and social 
progress man, the church able both adapt itself 
and guide and quicken it. Thus stands contrast 
with hierarchical organization, which becomes its mas- 
siveness incapable adapting itself new conditions antag- 
onistic human progress, and obliged perpetuate the 
unchanged past order perpetuate its own existence.

can conceive, God can manifest reveal himself only 
limiting circumscribing himself. Every manifestation 
the divine perfections, being through the finite, must 
limited, incomplete, and progressive. any given point 
time the manifestation, must always conceivable 
that more complete manifestation might made. This 
necessarily true the manifestation his infinite 
love the redemption sinners, the manifestation 
his infinite power the works nature.

Christ’s coming more objection against the per- 
fection God’s love, than the delay the creation man 
objection against the infinitude his power. The 
existence heathen the earth to-day more 
objection against the reality Christ’s reign grace than 
objection against God’s government the world 
that there have been immeasurable periods when the earth 
was occupied animals low organization, which 
eminent professor used say, that did not believe the 
time ever was when the Almighty reigned over nothing but 
bull-frogs. The great cosmic agencies act slowly. 

Nor any force added the objection the degree 
limitation incompleteness. Wherever the limitation 
drawn around the works which God reveals his glory, 
still limitation, and the question recurs: Why not 
The worm, were intelligent, would have 
right complain that not quadruped, nor the quad- 
ruped that not man, nor the man that not 
angel, nor the angel that not thousand times greater. 
Because the divine bounty inexhaustible, every divine 
gift suggests the question: Why not more 

this valid, proves that God cannot reveal 
himself finite effects, that is, that God cannot act; 
other words, that there God. arises from attempting 
scrutinize with the logical understanding the measureless 
grandeurs which are revealed faith. Analogous objections 
would met one who should study the starry heavens 
with microscope. 

Dependence human agency involved the his- 
torical character redemption. God’s redeeming grace 
can manifest itself only human history. But, since 
must human history, must advance human 
agency, and its advance must subject the processes 
and changes human history. 

The same evident from the nature redemption. 
If, indeed, God converts and sanctifies men sheer al- 
mightiness, accumulating souls his kingdom one scoops 
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sand shovel and throws over wall, might 
reasonably supposed that would once convert and 
sanctify But God’s action man harmony with 
man’s mental constitution. them with cords 
man, with bands love.” Therefore human faithfulness 
negligence, human willingness opposition, are 
taken into the account determining the progress Christ’s 
kingdom. 

This intrusting the interests the Redeemer’s king- 
dom human hearts and hands itself the most beneficent 
and effective discipline training Christians love like 
Christ. There would training men the purity, 
the strength, and the helpfulness Christlike love, God 
his miraculous energy should establish his kingdom, and 
leave his redeemed with folded hands gaze indolently 
his work. 

may draw from this fact lesson for our own guidance 
Christian ministers. Since God reveals himself and car- 
ries his work redemption human history, laying hold 
humanity and working through its thoughts, processes, and 
development, the same law governs our action preaching 
his truth. not enough for preacher express his 
own thought and life. his thoughts and his methods are 
foreign the thought and life the people, cannot 
carry them with him, nor advance them the divine life. 
The seed must take root the hearer’s heart. alone 
preaches with power who grafts his thought the thought 
and life his hearers, and from and these advances 
them higher thought and life. 


II. Characteristics the Human Agency advancing 
Christ’s Kingdom. 

The general principle that already presented fun- 
damental the constitution the church: Where the 
Spirit God is, there the church.” all our thinking 
respecting the human agency the conversion the world, 
must conccive the agency God’s Spirit going 
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before and quickening it. are laborers together 
with God.” Man’s Christian work, every part and aspect 
it, accordant with the truth which the whole work 
redemption expresses: love him, because first loved 

The first characteristic spontaneity. Paul was thus 
actuated: Whereunto labor, striving according his 
derful accumulation the strongest Greek words, expressing 
the intensity the apostle’s action, and the intensity the 
Spirit’s energy him quickening the apostle’s action: 
labor exhaustion, agonizing, according 
his energy energizing with might.” driven 
resistless impulse, says: love Christ con- 
straineth us”; Necessity laid upon me; yea, woe 
unto me, preach not the gospel.” 

This zeal fire kindled fresh from heaven, enveloping 
the soul, like the burning bush, ever burning, never con- 
sumed. does not lead its subjects announce the mar- 
vellous work which they are about do—as reformation 
could manufactured order. They their great deeds 
unconsciousness, because their zeal for truth and right, 
their love God and man compel. The greatest works 
the kingdom grace, like the majestic movements.of the 
heavens, are marked stillness, and reveal themselves. 
their effects. They come up, like the sun, and reveal them- 
selves their own light. 

Luther did not set out work the Protestant Reformation. 
the outset did not even see the reformation needed. 
simply followed the leadings the Spirit; and before 
was aware, behold, the Reformation. 

The first settlers New England exemplify the same 
truth. was expectation founding empire, 
being enrolled among the benefactors mankind, “all 
them princes look to,” which brought them hither. With 
hearts yearning for dear old England they came, impelled 


the fear God and the purpose worship him according 
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the dictates their own consciences. When see 
the pilgrims hunting, fishing, digging, suffering, cannot 
separate their acts from the glory which has followed; 
think them acting consciously the presence pos- 
terity and the foresight the glorious future. But, fact, 
they were buried wilderness the ends the earth; 
and their future, their concern was, that should not 
perish savages starvation. Theirs was the 
stern and suffering toil poverty, disease, and hardship 
every form; and the glory which shone into their unglazed 
cabins was the glory Calvary and heaven. And had 


instead this simple and sublime 


obedience the Spirit, they had lived the foresight 
their fame, boasting the greatness their mission, they 
would not have been the Christian heroes that they were, 
and the pigmies this self-conscious age would point 
them, and cry: thou, also, become weak we? Art 
thou become like unto 

Thus history teaches that the power God, working 
mightily the human heart, the spring all abiding 
spiritual power; that only men are constrained 
the energy the inward spiritual life that they great 
things for God. the spirit Gordon Hall, who was 
determined work his passage Asia, could not 
otherwise. the spirit which impelled Newell and 
Judson ereate organization send them out, when 
organization had existed. the spirit which moved the 
Macedonian Christians, who, not waiting solicited, 
sought out agency through which expend their gifts, 
praying with much entreaty that would receive the 
gift, and take upon the fellowship the ministering 
the 

remarkable, Christ’s conception his kingdom, 
that expects the abiding presence God’s Spirit, quick- 
ening men spiritual expects that the enthusiasm 
devotedness God and self-sacrificing love man, and 
fidelity truth and duty, will undying powers 
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human history, overpowering selfishness and inspiring men 
toil and self-denial for others. these abiding 
forces throws himself without reserve. 

This enthusiasm has shown itself power the world 
all the progress Christianity. -They miserably mistake 
who calculate the courses and issues human action with 
the recognition only the forces selfishness, and over- 
looking the power the Spirit and the forces the spiritual 
life. 

characteristic the prominence given the 
individual distinguished from the organization. This 
follows from what has already been said the prominence 
the individual the constitution the church. 

Isaac Taylor says: influence individual men 
seems have ceased almost make itself felt. The 
course events and the progress opinion the tide-wave 
mighty ocean, relation which the very mention 
individual agency would sound like mockery.” This 
opinion grows out doctrine that man 
but necessary development nature. never har- 
monize with Christianity, which always depends the faith, 
love, and enterprise individuals whose hearts God has 
touched. And not fact. Let Paul arise to-day, 
and will wield Paul’s power. true to-day 
was Paul’s day, true America was Palestine, 
that filled with God’s Spirit will mighty through 
him. The contrary opinion, born naturalism, the 
antagonist faith and the destroyer courage and enter- 
prise. talk sorrowfully the Elijahs, who once moved 
the world. Where are the Elishas, who call the Lord 
God Elijah, and divide the waters? for the power 
God’s Spirit turn the hearts his people from looking fear- 
fully one another for help, from trusting outward ma- 
chinery, sacrificing their net and burning incense 
their inspire them with personal zeal and 
enterprise Christ’s Great periods and great men 
have the imprint the divine seal, and prove God present 
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the earth. despair their reappearance, despair 
Christianity. suppose that organization and associa- 
tion alone are left their place, suppose that God has 
abandoned our own devices, and that life and growth 
have given place mechanism. 

may objected that cannot expect every year 
epoch, and the whole life glow with enthusiasm. 
This true; yet Christianity accomplishes something like 
this. inspires every soul with the faith and love which 
are the springs heroism, and ennobles the most common- 
place life with consecration, aspiration, and loving service 
like Christ’s. 

may objected that the office settled pastor 
widely different from that prophet. This true. God 
has every age prophetic quickened the Holy 
Ghost declare God’s wrath against specific sins, and 


his churches new thoughts and new duties who 


cannot expected confine themselves any professional 
routine. Yet every minister and every Christian witness 
for God, called and qualified testify for God’s truth and 


righteousness, and stand against the world, the flesh, and 


the devil. 

Every Christian, therefore, act his individuality. 
must “attempt great things, and expect great 
One secret the success the apostolic church was this 
spirit individual love and responsibility. When scattered 
persecution, they went everywhere preaching the word. 
Like Michael’s angels, fighting against Satan, 


Each himself relied, 
only his arm the moment lay 
victory.” 


Such.a spirit essential success. Pervaded it, 
should one chase thousand, and two put ten thousand 
the hosts God’s people, their organized 
and associated assaults the kingdom Satan, would 
like the angelic army, 


Though numbered such 
each divided legion might have seemed 
numerous host; strength each armed hand 
legion.” 


Without this fire heaven individual hearts, associations 
will powerless burning-glasses which concentrate 
moonbeams. 

Christianity opens spheres action adapted the 
peculiar proclivity and capacity every Christian. 

Carlyle exclaims: Blessed the man who has found 
his And, since man’s blessedness realized not 
receiving, much giving; not indulgence, but 
work, blessed indeed the man who has found work 
which consciotis that all his faculties are putting them- 
selves forth their full activity, and all his tastes and 
aptitudes are fully met. 

Every situation, indeed, will bring its chagrins which 
must swallowed silence, and its drudgery which must 
toiled through with patience. The world has patience 
with the weakling who fills the air with complaints the 
hardness and disagreeableness his work, and especially 
patience with complaining and disconsolate ministers. Learn 
burn your own smoke, and not pour forth make the 
atmosphere sooty and choking all around you. 

Man greater than his profession. many-sided, 
many-handed. one pursuit not open him, can 
adapt himself another. Yet the most effective work 
that which the man can most joyfully engage, and 
which consciously satisfied the radical and irrepressible 
impulse put forth all his powers action, and push 
forth every side the utmost compass his being. 

This adaptation the individual his work Christianity 
permits. Since the Christian work broad, since every 
sphere human life purified and consecrated 
God, there scope for the highest Christian service every 
variety talent and every sphere life. Christianity 
has great breadth, compass, and flexibility. Its spirit one 
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—the spirit faith and love; its service diversified 
human life. 

this respect, the Romish church has shown itself wiser 
than the Protestant. has provided sphere for every 
kind talent and for every type Christian life. When 
Loyola arose, with his fiery zeal, setting forth new ideas and 
new measures, the church did not drive him into opposition 
suspicion and antagonism, but allowed him work 
his own way; and the society which formed became the 
ally the church. When Wesley, with his purer, but not 
less fiery zeal, arose the church England, was driven 
out. certain narrowness and rigidity, certain inability 
recognize Christianity except specific type and fashion, 
has been weakness Protestantism from the beginning, 
and has broken into sects, until the right private judg- 
ment seems almost mean the right each Christian 
impose his own private judgment the whole church 
Christ. 


Here may properly glance the Christian work 
woman. the lives both Jesus and the apostles, 
woman presented specially susceptible spiritual im- 
pressions and capable giving forth Christian influence. 
This has become proverbial: Last the cross, and first 
the 

Dante’s Beatrice may taken type woman’s po- 
sition and influence according the Christian 
the quickener, guide, and exemplar man the spiritual 
life. her pure presence, conscious shame his own 
impurity, says: 


Down fell mine eyes 
the clear fount but, there myself espying, 
Recoiled and sought the greensward, such weight 
shame was forehead. With mein 
that stern majesty which doth surround 
mother’s presence her awe-struck child 
She looked. 
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And again, her appearance 


Suddenly, upon the day appeared

Her eyes fast fixed the eternal spheres, 
Beatrice stood, unmoved; and with ken 
Fixed upon her, from upward gaze removed, 
her aspect such inwardly became 
Glaucus, when tasted the herb 
That made him peer among the ocean gods. 
Words may not tell that transhuman change.” 
The Christian desire purity early deteriorated into the 
doctrine the meritoriousness celibacy and monasticism. 
This was natural age utterly corrupted heathenism. 
may doubted whether the licentiousness which from 
the heathen temples began show itself even the apos- 
tolic churches could have been successfully resisted except 
antagonism concentrated and one-sided monasti- 
cism. not strange, therefore, that the Christian 
Fathers sometimes find expressions passionate horror 
the fascinations the fair sex. 
But the true Christian conception woman gradually as- 
serted itself. Not mention the influence the more 
directly spiritual teachings the gospel, the story Mary 
the mother Jesus, the reverence which created for her, 
the expression that reverence art, taught reverence for 
woman and for maternity.

The human agency advancing Christ’s kingdom 
demands wise forethought planning the enterprises 
undertaken, and judiciously adapting means ends, and 
organizing the agencies employed. The doctrine 
that action must under the inspiration 
faith and love, does not mean the disuse human faculties, 
but the inspiring them intense action. Wisdom and 
inspiration together; spirits the prophets are 
subject the prophets.” Forethought substitute for 
zeal; but zeal misdirected without forethought. has 
been said that the piety theological seminaries all kept 
packed ready for exportation. This would forethought 
shutting out the inspiration faith and love—the fire going 
out, while year after year you heap the wood-pile the wood 
itself meantime becoming dozy and slow burn. the 
other hand, zeal not bring you premature begin- 
ning activity, the exclusion diligent preparation. 
You must not grind and bake your seed-wheat. 
all Christian life. Christian spontaneity not quietism, 
which excludes the vigorous use the faculties, and waits, 
inactive, for the heavenly breeze; nor fanaticism, which, 
because the breeze fresh, neglects plan and direct the 
voyage. Christianity lays hold all the faculties, and its 
inspiration quickens them keener discernment, more far- 
reaching sight, and more vigorous exertion. 
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shall apply this thought principally the choice 
profession. The remark used common, that every 
pious young man should assume that ought 
minister, unless could show special reasons the con- 
trary. The same remark sometimes made respecting the 
‘missionary work. But this drag-net, which gathers 
every kind. pursuit absolutely the most useful. 
can only say that particular individual may most useful 
particular pursuit. Providence, indeed, shuts 
closely, and gives each but limited range selection. 
But, far man has range selection, ought to. 
able give some positive reason for his choice —some 
special adaptation, some inward proclivity, some leading 
God’s Spirit and providence, something kindle enthusiasm, 
and make every man believe that for him his own life-work 
the highest and best. This cannot less true the 
choice the missionary work than ordinary pursuits. 
man must not drift into the missionary work merely because 
cannot show any reason the contrary, but must choose 
with positive conviction duty and earnestness pur- 
pose which shall concentrate all his energies his work. 
the last work enter with divided heart. 

The object enthusiasm not generic, but specific. 
are taught that Christians must live good. Yet 
suspect enthusiasm was ever kindled any object 
indefinite doing good. The most you can get out 
and diffused daylight very mild and 
never the direct sunbeams, much less the burning 
focus his rays. analogous teaching children: 
You must good, because good good.” En- 
thusiasm always about something particular specific 
persons, specific truths and errors, specific virtues and vices, 
specific ends attained. 

Itis distinctively Christian idea that man’s work 
calling. determining what your calling, your subjective 
state, your inward conviction, drawing, and interest are 
important considerations. must comparatively

prudence, with inward impulse impelling and guiding 
him. His whole life must groping and stumbling, 
advancing slowly, pausing often consider what the road, 
mistaking his way, and losing time retracing his 
Happy the man who runs the way God’s 
ments, because God has enlarged his heart his energies 
concentrated running towards the goal, not wasted 
groping for the way. 

Fenelon, giving directions for attaining higher Christian 
life, says: essential point only follow, step 
step, the divine grace, with infinite patience, carefulness, 
and delicacy. must limit ourselves letting God act, 
and never lay hold the pure love, except God his 
inward anointing begins open the heart that word 
which hard souls still clinging self, and liable 
offend them and plunge them into sin...... The genuine 
simplicity pure love confines itself following the divine 
grace, without ever undertaking anticipate 

This the wisdom God, though foolishness with 
men. Christianity safely trusts and follows the grace 
God, without undertaking anticipate it. will fatal 
if, the management our missions, this fundamental 
principle left out. Missions can succeed only God 
calls, qualifies, and impels into the work men and women 
hearts God has The perfunctory services 
the ablest and most scholarly persons will inefficient 
substitute. 

But this special anointing call not miraculous. 
connects itself with, and manifests itself through, the special 
natural endowments, the circumstances and events the 
life, the specialties training, acquisitions, and spiritual 
experience which have turned the attention the work, 
forced the question duty the mind, given preparation 
for the work, awakened interest it. God’s Spirit al- 
ways acts harmony with his providence. The call the

Voluntary associations for specific Christian enter- 
prises are accordant with the apostolical constitution the 
church local congregational church. missions and 
all Christian work must done the church its organic 
capacity, the local church must lost ecumenical 
organization. the contrary, missionary associations are 
accordant with the constitution, the genius, and spirit the 
local church. They are agencies which come into being for 
specific purpose. When the work done, when churches 
are established longer needing aid, the missionary asso- 
ciation disappears, and the new churches with the 
work. 

The voluntary association accords with the promi- 
nence given the individual the constitution the 
church, and with the spontaneity characteristic Christian 
action. implies, always present the church, the spir- 
itual wisdom and life, which will discern what Christian 
work the existing time demands, and will plan the agencies 
and measures best fitted accomplish it. The other sup- 
position implies that the church its organic capacity 
devise, plan, and execute all Christian work, and that the 
agencies exist organized it, permanent and unchanged 
through all time. This necessarily implies that Christian 
work not individual arid spontaneous, but given out 
done under orders. The result must not only the 
absorption local churches ecumenical church, but 
also, somewhere, central permanent power through which 
the church utters its commands, and obedience which 
all Christians act. ecumenical church cannot self- 
governing. its very conception implies hierarchy.

Tue plan elaborate writing, recommended pre- 
ceding Section,! implies that the majority preacher’s dis- 
courses should delivered extempore. Comparatively few 
his sermons will written. The fact that these are written, 
however, does not necessarily imply that they are read. 
Not all them should be. one his familiar conver- 
sations Mr. Choate remarked: anecdote 
Hamilton, illustrating what have said 
writing preparative, respect full and deep thought. 
Hamilton made the greatest argument ever uttered this 
country. was the law libel, and stamped 
upon the mind this country the principle that action 
for libel the truth, uttered without malice, was justifica- 
tion.

Some ministers may thus conscientious 
fecting what they compose for the sake the perfection 
itself; but others need the stimulus popular criticism 
make them careful. They will write loosely, unless they 
measure their thoughts and words the standard which 
tion must resisted various kinds motive. Nature

The occasional reading discourse, certain 
parts it, gives needed variety the services the pulpit.

You will recognize every word 
familiar not other professional men read 
their words? This question often asked. They have not 
the same delicate truths enforce which the preacher has. 
Besides, they often read those words which demand the 
most punctilious exactness. Lawyers read their most critical 
sentences. Statesmen read parts their speeches the 
tariff and the finances. Physicians not abhor written 
prescriptions. 

The occasional reading the whole sermon, parts 
it, may especially appropriate certain services the 
pulpit.

Reading their sermons, they may 
eminent service the pulpit; attempting free speech 
they perform the best service when they cease from the 
attempt. Their thoughts are too weighty for unprovided 
words; their feelings too resistless for connected utterance. 
there are some men who cannot any amount labor 
acquire the needed readiness extemporaneous preaching, 
there are some who can acquire it, but not without 
unwise expenditure labor. These few men can accomplish 
better results they will apply their toil other pursuits. 
They are affluent spirits, and difficult turn their 
ingots gold into small coin. feel that certain masters 
thought are unfitting position, and they work under 
needless disadvantage when they hesitate for the precise 
word, recall phrase after they have pained themselves 
the selection it, are conscientious their scholarship 
that they speak with stammering accent, and fastidious 
their taste that they blush confusion verbal infelici- 
ties which they are the only persons detect. their 
private study they see with clearness and write with 
but the presence unlettered hearers they are like 
blind man grinding the prison-house the Philistines. 
They speak with the greater ease, because their manuscript 
kind surety for them, and the intelligent hearer has 
more pleasant sympathy with, than painful sym- 
pathy them. 

Perhaps Bishop Sanderson was one these exceptional 
men. When was Chaplain ordinary Charles the 
First, the king said him: carry ears hear other 
preachers, but carry conscience hear Mr. Sanderson.”

II. The reading sermons the pulpit may more 
less useful more less intermingled with extempore 
and memoriter preaching. Not what man can do, but 
what will do; not what abstractedly the best method 
preaching, but what the best method that will probably 
adopted this the practical question. The truth is, that 
careful writing may facilitate natural reading, and natural 
reading may help turn extemporary singing into speech. 
Varieties the methods improve each other. 
Throughout single sermon reader may keep his mind ina 
fit state for extemporizing, and may intercalate remarks 
which suddenly occur him. Thus borrows aid from 
the extemporary method. may familiarize himself 
with his manuscript that glance single word will remind 
him entire sentence, and thus borrows from the 
memoriter method. There free reading, well free 
speaking the reading with supplements and omissions the 
reading what half remembered and this results most 
easily from the practice preaching some sermons with, and 
some without, notes. 

What lawyer was spoiled when Davies took the pulpit,” 
was said the man often called the prince American 
preachers.” was indebted for this title his habit 
intermingling the three fundamental methods discourse.

Hence remark that the uniform habit reading 
sermons degenerates easily into inapposite, stupid, vicious 
delivery. must remember that are concerned with 
not only the powers man, but also his prevailing ten- 
dencies. While admit that preacher who never extem- 
porizes can read his discourse easily and naturally that 
may appear extemporaneous, must confess that 
only few preachers will so, and still fewer will 
uniformly. Unless preacher’s reading modified his 
extemporaneous addresses, will, the general, become 
inflexible and monotonous. has been; now. 
“Dull parson,” “stupid sermon,” are phrases 
suggested the close reading homilies. unfair 
adduce extreme instances elocution, they 
were inevitable reader; but fair mention them 
illustrating the tendencies his habit. must, for 
example, keep his place the manuscript, and therefore 
keep his eye his finger, both, the wrong object. 
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few years ago excellent writer was reading his pulpit 
the words: Let justice done, though the heavens fall.”

Hence add that the practice reading sermons, 
uniform, liable deadening forms abuse. not 
every other method, uniform, liable perversion? Yes; 
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therefore the intermingling different methods the safest. 
Not only the habitual reader apt somnolent and 
somnific his manner, but also inopportune his matter. 
fails speak the word season. fails gain the 
power adapting his paragraphs, written one mood, 
the exigencies his hearers, who are different mood. 
The children whispering the gallery above, their fathers 
sleeping the pews below, sudden commotion the 
sanctuary, rumored casualty the streets, may render 
some his written sentences obsolete, and may require 
some fresh words fitly spoken. Although may not lapse 
far express gratitude for the fine weather while 
storming, joy the stillness the Sabbath while 
thundering, yet often expresses thoughts which would 
modify could extemporize. His slight infelicities are 
perhaps unnoticed; but they are felt; and sometimes 
falls extravagances unfitness. writes sermon 
the seaside, and years afterward preaches the heart 
the country, where endeavors dissuade his hearers 
usages which are unknown them. exhorts 
young men against wasting their time the confectionary 
for his exhortation was written long ago village 
there really was such tempting institution. One the 
brightest living scholars stated, while preaching. the 
year 1853, that the infidelity the age was main cause 
the revolutions raging Europe. forgot that his 
sermon was written five years before, when his statements 
were true. German informs pulpit reader who 
alluded the plague which had recently broken out his 
parish.

Many preachers who are called revivalists, many agents 
charitable societies, have delivered their sermons often 
that they could not avoid uttering them 
field said have preached more than eighteen thousand 
but the different sermons which preached were 
comparatively few. did not that had full com- 
mand discourse, until had preached the fortieth 
time. Then, however, was some degree committed 
memory. similar remark may made certain dis- 
courses preached Dr. Mason, Dr. Griffin. 
Scotland, and still more Germany, France, Switzerland, and 
Italy, the common practice has been preach memoriter; 
not partly virtually so, the American practice has often 
been, but entirely, professedly, and formally so. “In

When think that the method repeating sermon 
from memory has been more generally adopted than any 
other one, feel the importance treating not only with 
attention, but also with respect. 


Some men have call from heaven preach memoriter. 
They are endued with such power recollection that they 
can discourse more naturally this method than any 
other. are familiar with the statements that Cyrus 
could retain the name every soldier his army Themis- 
tocles, every citizen Athens; Napoleon Bonaparte, 
every important place where the various detachments his 


soldiers would halt fight during protracted campaign.

graphs, and even advertisements, the morning’s newspaper. 
There said still living ignorant who 
points out strangers the wonders German cathedral, 
and fluent his English, Russian, Italian, Spanish, and 
French descriptions its pillars, capitals, architraves, entab- 
latures, arches, pictures, statues, relics, and yet does not un- 
derstand word the five languages which entertains 
the visitors, but has merely learned and repeats his descriptions 
the unintelligent effort memory. Many clergymen, 
Hales, Bates, Warburton, have been endued with power 
equally marvellous. Dr. Parkhurst gave Bishop Jewell 
some the most difficult words which could find; Bishop 


Hooper gave him forty Welsh, Irish, and foreign words, and 


Jewell, after reading them once twice, repeated them 
forward and backward with perfect accuracy. Whatever 
had once written, could recite any subsequent period. 
memory able repeat without hesitation. There 
are many living clergymen who need only peruse sermon 
twice Sabbath morning and they can repeat fluently 
the pulpit that day; any subsequent time, they need 
only peruse that sermon once, and they can recite verbatim 
literatim originally written. There are some living 
clergymen who need not write the discourse which they 
desire remember, but, after having excogitated it, they 
can retain and preach one two years afterward, without 
any perceptible deviation from their first ideal. David Hume

They have facil- 
ities for improving their retentive power, even not 
strong nature. They can grasp with great tenacity the 
expressions which interest their feelings. once knew 
illiterate cobbler who secular affairs evinced special 
power memory, but was enamored the New Testament 
that remembered the whole it. the number any 
verse any chapter were stated him, could repeat the 
words it, and the words were repeated him, could 
state, not only the chapter and verse where they were 
found, but also the words prefixed title the chapter. 
the same principle, many clergyman who has special 
readiness retentiveness committing memory the 
statements scientists historians, can easily recollect the 
emotional addresses which his hearers will feel peculiar 
interest, such appeals conscience arouse his own 
sensibilities. Preachers who possess, who can readily 
acquire this facility recollection should adopt some degree 
the memoriter method.

Indeed, author has been known compose 
treatise defence theory, and twenty years afterward 
compose treatise opposition that same theory, and 
cite and refute his second treatise the identical argu- 
ments which had advanced the first, and during all 
this controversy, forget that he, himself, was the original 
author whom had become the antagonist. Such facts 
remind that will often linger when the history 
has lost its place the memory which once held it.

who has more than ordinary power 
memory will feel inducement make his discourse rich 
one know that learn heart. Dr. Beattie 
supposes that, commonly, minister must spend two days 
thus learning his discourse. Nothing but iron law 
will make wise man spend third his time committing 
memory what spent only two thirds composing. 
His wisdom will prompt him occupy, least, many 
weeks writing days learning his discourse. will 
strive obtain clear thoughts, arrange them their 
natural order, express them apt words; for this 
manner will most readily recall them, and will retain 
them most surely. true that some preachers resort 
artificial modes recollecting their discourses, but the most 
far-seeing men will prefer the philosophical order thought 
the best system The sermons Reinhard 
are marvellous exhibitions the “lucid order” extending 
the structure paragraphs, sentences, clauses. would 
never have arranged them such luminous method, had 
not been forced the usage his church learn them 
heart. His exact arrangement great excellence; 
purchased it, however, exorbitant price. If.he had 
ordinarily extemporized, and occasionally written sermons 
with the intent committing them memory, would 
have added more than has done the wealth the 
pulpit; for would have spent more time amassing

occasionally preaching memoriter man may avoid 
the evil habits which would acquire uniformly read, 
uniformly extemporized, his sermons. learns avoid 
the stiffness close reader. his remembered speech 
enjoys some the advantages resulting from free speech. 
has command his eye and his arms, can walk 
and fro the platform; may stand erect and escape 


all the great orators the world have disciplined themselves 
committing memory choice passages which their style thinking 
writing has been improved. the early age fourteen Lord Mansfield 
knew large part Sallust and Horace heart.” Erskine not only 
committed memory large part Milton, but was familiar with Shakes- 
peare that “he would almost, like Porson, have held conversation all subjects 
for days together the phrases the great English dramatist.” British

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those injuries the larynx and the bronchia which are 
sometimes incurred the speaker inclining his head over 
his notes. also learns avoid the faults the man who 
merely extemporizes. learns the importance shunning 
all loose diction, rant, and verbiage. The very fact that 
carefully writes sermon and carefully enstamps his 
memory tends form habit concise and pertinent ex- 
pression. The greater his number useless words, much 
the harder must his work recollecting them. The 
more precise his phrases are, the more easily are they 
His interests require him have thoughts which his people 
can remember; for best remembers 
His interests require him also associate his thoughts with 
words and tones adapted their end; for, this fitness his 
speech produce the impression which designs kind 
mnemonic art, helping him retain the proper words 
their proper places. Some hearers have imagined pulpit 
orator freely reading discourse others have imagined 
the same orator extemporizing the same discourse and 
still others have seen that was expert recalling what 
had written, and was combining the excellences the 
reader with those the free speaker, and shunning the 
faults both. 

committing discourse memory the preacher 
acquires useful discipline mind. soldier trained 
various kinds gymnastic exercise, and finds them all ad- 
vantageous, although some them are seldom resorted 
the hour batile. leaps over trenches and lofty bars, 
and thus prepares himself for the special emergencies war. 
The elocutionist stands one foot, speaks with pebbles 
his mouth, and learns stand and speak with

True, has the use his arms; but 
they swing convulsively and without meaning. His eye 
full view but, although called the open window 
the soul, has now gauze curtain hanging before it. Intro- 
spective, retrospective, betrays sympathy with the 
audience; does not glisten with love hope, but 
darkened with fear. his naive way, Izaak Walton says 
the judicious Hooker: His sermons were neither long 
nor earnest, but uttered with grave zeal and humble 
voice, his eyes always fixed one place prevent his 
imagination from insomuch that seemed 
speaks, his hearers will looking out the window. The 
Mohammedans the mosque are attentive everything 
rather than their Iman, who stands uttering words which 
struggling remember; his body being visible, but his 
mind buried the absent Koran.

although would break down under the weight many. 
accurate requires him, employing the figure 
extend the arm, elevate the head, direct his 
eye into. the distance; then needs entirely inde- 
pendent his papers. addresses the Supreme Being, 
will appear irreverent unless look upward and con- 
centrate his mind upon the heavens, rather than divide 
between the heavens and his ink-sketches. pronouncing 
such addresses, Theremin deemed the memoriter form 
eloquence virtue.”

learning sermon heart take opportunities 
improve it. Sometimes, perhaps, you have written what you 
yourself not fully understand, and therefore cannot 
remember. Make plain your own mind and you will 
Sometimes, perhaps, you not perceive the reasons for the 
arrangement your thoughts; perhaps you have reasons 
for it; perhaps you have philosophical arrangement. 
Then change the order your ideas; make easy 
recalled will more impressive upon your hearers 
well upon yourself. Many sentence may made the

learning your discourse heart keep yourself 
sympathy with its doctrine and sentiment. Make your ex- 
ercise discipline not mere words, but thought and 
feeling. Cultivate argumentative spirit, when you are 
storing away the argument your mind. Cherish the ap- 
propriate emotions when you are learning repeat appeal 
_to the sensibilities. Bring your hearers before you ideal 
presence, and then put forth the same affections which you 
will have when they are your real presence. This will 
require lively imagination, but without this imagination 
man will never effective preacher the people. 

Diversify your methods committing your discourse 
memory. First all, enter into sympathy with its 
spirit, but sometimes repeat rapidly with prominent atten- 
tion the sequence words. Now recite without audible 
then recite aloud. Associate its thought and 
sentiment with the fitting tones and gestures. Let the 
delivery the pulpit strange performance. Let 
the thoughts suggest cach other. Let the words seen 
suggest the thoughts; let the intonations heard suggest 
the words: let the gestures felé deepen the impression 
the whole upon your mind. fourfold cord not quickly 
broken. The question often asked, what time shall 
discourse committed memory? The answers which are 
given are these: Repeat the sermon soon after waking from 
sleep, when the mind peculiarly receptive, tabula rasa 
repeat the sermon immediately before retiring sleep, and 
sink into the mind during the still hours night, 
sometimes dream will hold fast repeat the sermon when 
the mind most vigorous and will grasp with tenacity 
repeat the sermon when the thoughts.are exposed frequent 


interruption, and thus habituate yourself the chance as- 
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sociations the pulpit; repeat the sermon your study- 
chamber and the market-place, and thus prepared for 
any and every emergency. While true that one rule 
applicable all persons, also that all these 
are often useful for one and the same person. The 

fact that some preachers entirely forget discourse the 
day after they have recited memoriter, often results from 
the fact that they commit memory only one state 
mind and never can recall any other state. man who 
can remember collection words when sitting solitary 
amid his books, may unable remember when 
called associate ideas and emotions with before au- 
dience. have read the tale (ideally true) young Scotch 
candidate, who was called deliver his first sermon when 
his aged mother was present. recited his text, opened 
his mouth, and held open, but not word came out it, 
and speechless retired from the pulpit. The contrast 
between his position the sanctuary position the 
study struck him dumb for short time. Dr. Abercrombie 
narrates the following incident: distinguished theatrical 
performer, consequence the sudden illness another 
actor, had occasion prepare himself, very short notice, 
for part which was entirely new him; and the part was 
long and rather difficult. acquired very short 
time, and went through with perfect accuracy, but im- 
mediately after the performance forgot every word it. 
Characters which had acquired more deliberate 
never forgets, but can perform them any time 
without moment’s preparation but regard the char- 
acter now mentioned, there was the farther and very singular 
fact, that though has repeatedly performed since that 
time, has been obliged each time prepare anew, and 
has never acquired regard that facility which 
familiar him other instances. When questioned re- 
specting the mental process which employed the first time 
performed this part, says, that lost sight entirely 
the audience, and seemed have nothing before him but 
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the pages the book from which had learned it; and 
that anything had occurred interrupt this illusion, 
should have stopped 

Adopt stringent measures for riveting your attention 
upon your sermon. Some men before attempting store 
sermon the memory, discipline themselves upon mathe- 
matical demonstration. Others, after having once recited 
discourse private, utter conversational tones 
friend. There are clergymen who have what Roger Ascham 
calls good and need nothing more learning 
sermon heart than rewrite with care. the 
simple process transcribing they fasten their attention 
upon it, that they engrave deeply their minds, and can 
immediately preach without, easily with, their manu- 
script. Seneca records Portius Latro that remembered 
everything which had once written down; other men, 
thinking that what they have written secure, pay further 
attention it, and forget it. There are clergymen who 
have special gift recollection, yet have such love for 
the truths which they have arranged sermon, that they 
can attend with constant delight, and thus hold with 
quick and strong grasp their memory. Here, else- 
where, pious heart the source true eloquence. 

Cherish hearty interest the truth the truth 
God, and trust his Spirit, who will accompany his word 
with his blessing. the truth facilitates the recol- 
lection it. more reason for saying that man 
will remember what loves remember, than for saying 
that will believe what loves believe. Trust God 
gives confidence speaking him, and this 
frees the memory from confusion. Remembering himself, 
man forgets his Concerned about his personal suc- 
cess, learns slowly, and can more retain what has

This secret intention 
will have secret though wonderful influence the methods 
associating your ideas. connects them with great 
principles which will never forgotten. like sleight 
hand, which works when not understood. 

7..Commit your discourse memory short sections, 
rather than attempting learn the whole once. The 
simpler the the entire discourse, much the 
more readily will remembered. One section, being 
voted single train thought, may easily impressed 
the mind, and will suggest the other sections with which 
indissolubly connected.

The earliest known system artificial memory (Ars Memoriae) was in- 
vented, according some, Simonides Ceos; according others 
Hippias Elis. After its invention was improved Hippias, Metrodorus, 
and Theodectes. Aristotle wrote work (now lost) upon the art. 
The Roman rhetoricians had their own Ars Mnemonica, associating the main 
topics discourse with the rooms house, and the subordinate topics.

Other rhetoricians prescribe that should not op- 
press his retentive power mentally reciting his discourse 
the day his public repetition but there are men 
who could not recollect their sermon unless they had dis- 
ciplined themselves mentally rehearsing immediately 
before preaching it.
